It becomes us thatébore, 
to acknowledge His goodness with suitable reverence we to in- 
voke a continuance of his biessings upon our beloved country. and 
upon our efforts to discharge with fidelity the trusts which have 
been committed to us. The inereased prosperity of the country i 
cannot but think, is, under Divine Providence, in a great ineasure 
to be attributed to a wise change in the policy of the General Gov- 
ernment of the Union with regard to our com inerce with fice ia 
tions. The repeal of the high tariff’ of 1842, and the adotion of a 
more liberal system of duties by the act of 1846, has not only bad 
the effect of producing an increase of revenue to the national trea: 
sury, but an increase of profits to the agriculturists. This élftes of 
our fellow-citizens, constituting the main foundation of our national 
wealth and prosperity, has, by means of diminished duties on éom- 
merce at home and abroad, been enabled to find a market for a 
greater proportion of their surplus products than they could ether- 
Wise have disposed of to advantage. Making every allowance ior 
any influence on prices which may have been produced by a season 
of unusual scarcity in Nurepe, yet, when we consider that how ereat 
soever mnay be the necessity of the people ef other countries ‘their 
ability to purchase food from us is limited by their ability to-pay for 
it by the produce of their own labor, it is evident that every resiric- 
tion which prevents us from receiving such produce in return imust 
reduce the quantity or value of that whieh they receive from us 
Happily for ail parties, for the over-producer of our own couniry, 
as well as the starving consuiner abread, upon the ceeurrence an 
i tg mney of ne crops in Europe in 1846, the restrictions which 
é srmerly cxisted were in a great measure remoy 
were prepared to reap the fall penaht finpeobe vee me ss 
ware pe increased demand thus 
It is to be remarked, also, that waile those engaged in the culti- 
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vation of our soil have been so greatly benefitted by the opening of 
a foreign market, the manufacturing and commercial classes have 
enjoyed at least their full share of the common prosperity. The 
great increase of manufactories, and of manufacturing and com- 
mercial capital since the passage of the comparatively low tariff of 
1846, proves that these interests are in a most flourishing condition. 
In fact, the agricultural interest so greatly predominates in this 
country, that most others are in a great degree dependent upon a; 
and must to some extent flourish or languish, as that becomes pros- 
perous or depressed. Indiana is especially an agricultural State, 
and it is of the utmost importance to our citizens that the sound and 
enlightened policy of low duties or a revenue tariff— of striking off 
all restrictions upon trade not required by the wants of the public 
treasury economically administered — should continue to be main- 
tained. Many of our fellow-citizens, who entertained serious ap- 
prehensions that the establishment of this policy would be fraught 
with great evil, if not with ruin to most of our leading interests, are 
doubtless gratified to find at length that their apprehensions were 
not only without foundations, but that the very reverse is true. It 
affords me still greater pleasure to be able to remark, that the pre- 
sent increase of prosperity, appears to be founded, at least to a far 
greater extentthan heretofore, upon a solid and substantial basis. 
It was not brought about as formerly by a wild and extravagant 
spirit of speculation, nor by a similar expansion of currency, but 
mainly by the gradual and wholesome operations of a profitable 
trade, confined within its legitimate channels. There is now no 
great banking institution under national authority, overshadowing 
all the other monetary institutions of the country, capable of wield- 
ing an almost irresistable political power, and able by means of a 
vast capital and the control of the national treasury itself, to con- 
tract or expand the amount of currency in circulation throuhout the 
entire country, and consequently to cause the prices of every kind 
of property to rise or fall as it might supply or withdraw the means 
of payment. Since the existence of the last institution of the kind 
in the United States more than ten years have elapsed, and more 
than six since its gigantic substitute under the same name, created 
by the Legislature of a sister State, ceased its operations as a bank 
of circulation. The whole country since their extinction has been 
steadily advancing from adversity to prosperity, and our subsequent 
experience, has, it is believed, been long enough to settle the so 
much agitated question, how far such an institution is necessary to 
the trade, the productiveness, the enterprise, or the general welfare 
of the country. The constitutional treasury by which the collection 
and disbursement of the national revenue are entirely disconnected 
from banking operations, has been in full operation more than 
twelve months. Yet the inconveniences which many, no doubt, 
honestly apprehended, from the absence of a national bank and the 
establishment of an independent treasury, have not been expe- 
rienced, On the contrary, during the time which has elapsed since 
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its establishment, the largely increased disbursements rendered ne- 
cessary by the existing war, have been made through its agency at 
various and distant points, without loss and with the requisite ease 
and promptitude. 

A far greater amount of gold and silver is infused into all the 
channels of our circulation, than at any former period of the history 
of our country. Exchanges upon all points are uniform, cheap and 
readily to be obtained, and in these respects they favorably con- 
trast, itis believed, with those of any time during the sway of a Bank 
of the United States. They are not based upon ficticious move- 
ments of bank credit, but on the true and only sound principle upon 
which they can be well regulated, namely, upon actual business 
transactions between different sections of the country. When it is 
considered that during the experimental operation of these leading 
measures of national policy, it has been their lot to encounter the 
adverse influences of a foreign war, which cannot fail more or less 
to affect the trade, and resources of a country, their intrinsic merits 
and the wisdom of their adoption must be still more manifest. In 
fine, every thing indicates that the present appearance of financial 
improvement throughout the country, is no illusion, and that a fair 
promise is afforded, of its being substantial and permanent. 

Nevertheless it should be remembered that when the tide of pros- 
perity is swelling to its greatest height there is the greatest need of 
caution. The irrepressible energy and love of enterprise of the 
American people, are apt to induce them, when fired with success, 
to overleap the bounds of prudence, and fall into extravagant and 
ruinous speculations. The sure, and only sure remedy against this 
threatening evil, is, the observance of economy and industry, and 
above all, to resist the allurements of credit. Occasion was taken in 
former communications to express my serious convictions that the 
observance of this caution is essential to the continuance of our 
welfare and prosperity. Impelled by a filial regard for the State 
which is the seat of my home and my attachments, and which has 
laid me under deep and renewed obligations, I cannot omit in this 
crisis of our affairs, to once more caution my fellow citizens against 
a practice which experience has proven to be fraught with ruin. 

It is earnestly to be hoped that while they industriously and vig- 
orously improve the advantages that are now within their reach, they 
will be sufficiently careful to avoid the evils into which they have 
fallen from this cause on former occasions. 

The present war with Mexico is deeply to be regretted, inasmuch 
as the consequences of a resort to arms, are at all times seriously 
to be deplored, and more especially by a people blessed with a gov- 
ernment and institutions like ours. Nevertheless, the Congress of 
the United States, vested by the Constitution with the appropriate 
power, having declared, by a vote nearly approaching to unanimi- 
ty, that war exists, and by the act of Mexico, it becomes us as Amer- 
ican citizens, to uphold the rights, the honor, and the law of our 
common country, at all hazards and in every emergency. The his- 
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tory of our race has but too lamentably proved, that how great so- 
ever may be its desire, peace is not in the power of any nation. 
Unless the pacific spirit and policy of one power, is met by a cor- 
responding spirit on the part of others, the question in dispute is 
left in the last resort, to the arbitrament of the sword. Few in- 
stances, it is believed, are to be found on the page of history, of a 
war more justifiable, by the laws of nations, so far as the United States 
are concerned, than that in which they are now engaged with Mex- 
ico. Passing by a long series of aggressions, running back into the 
year 1821, which was the first of her asserted independence, against 
the persons and property of our citizens, for which reparation was 
promised by its accredited agents, only to be followed by disap- 
pointment—passing by the patience and long suffering of our own 
government, under the last six administrations, Mexico at last 
brought on the war, by striking the first blow, and shedding the first 
blood. . 
Nor can it be successfully maintained, that the advance of our 
troops beyond the Nueces, was the real cause of the war, when it 
is considered that long before that advance, Mexico had distinctly 
and repeatedly taken the ground, through her Minister at Washing- 
ton, her government at home, and her Generals in the field, that the 
annexation of Texas was the true cause and origin of the war which 
has ensued. ‘ 

Before the advance of our troops, too, it was repeatedly and for- 
mally published by different commanders of the Mexican armies, 
that their object and mission, was to conquer and wrest from our 
possession, one of the States of this Union—a State which had been 
made such, with the due solemnities of law, and that too, from ter- 
ritory acquired before the present administration of our government, 
came into power. ‘his war then, it is true, was a war of conquest, 
but it was soon the part of Mexico. Such certainly is the fact, if any 
faith is to be placed in the solemn declarations of a nation, made 
through its authorized functionaries, and followed up by correspond- 
ing action. Itis demonstrable, then, that the war was brought about 
by the unjustifiable acts and aggressions of the Mexican govern- 
ment; for it is assumed as a position that is incontrovertible, that 
whatever differences of opinion may have existed in our own coun- 
try, as to the mere policy or expediency of' the acquisition of Texas, 
so far as the United States were concerned, yet that Mexico had no 
reason to complain of that measure. That territory was, at the 
time, both by right and in fact, as independent of the control of Mex- 
ico, as was Mexico herself of the crown of Spain, against which she 
had also previously rebelled, and it was so recognized by the prin- 
cipal nations of the civilized world. Under these circumstances, to 
have been deterred from doing an act not improper in itself, clear- 
ly justified by the laws of nations, and called for by the unanimous 
voice of those interested, by the threats of a party who was not en- 
titled to interfere, would have invited further aggression from the 
same quarter, and jowered the character of our country, in the es- 
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timation of all other nations. In the progress of the war thus foreed 
upon us, far from being actuated by a mere spirit of conquest or of 
rapine, the olive branch has been uniformly berne in advance, and 
the cruelty and faithlessness of an insidious foe, have been met on 
the part of our troops generally, with a forbearance, a kindness, and 
a magnanimity rarely equalled. We have desired only to maintain 
the national dignity and honor, and to secure such results as would 
afford some guaranty fora peaceful conduct of an arrogant and faith- 
less race for the future, and a full and just indemnity far the past. 
Being engaged in the war, humanity itself would seem to require 
its energetic prosecution, as well for the purpose of saving the effu- 
sion of blood by bringing it to a speedy close, as to inspire that 
and other powers with such a respect for our prowess, as will for a 


long period, it is hoped, save us from the necessity of again having - 


recourse to arms. 

That the indemnity to which we are entitled, should consist of 
territory, is manifest, in view of the crippled resources and exhaust- 
ed revenues of Mexico, the instability of her government, the revo- 
jutionary character of her people, her fickleness in relation to her 
past monied engagements, as well as from her immense nominal 
possessions, which lie conterminous with our western boundaries, 
which to a great extent, are unreclaimed from the hand of nature, 
and uninhabited, and which in the hands of the present possessors, 
are likely to remain so for an indefinite period. And while such 
an indemnity will, it is believed, best comport with the interests and 
the ability of Mexico, it is the most desirable for the United States. 
Our numbers, which increase at a rate to which the history of the 
world scarcely affords a parallel, and the unequalled enterprise and 
industry of our people, will soon require additional lands for their 
accommodation. 

The citizens of this State have not only responded to every call 
that has been made upon them by the general government for aid 
and assistance, but they have tendered the services of many ad- 


ditional companies, which could not be accepted. The three regi-_ 


ments of volunteers, which were raised during the year 1846, have 
returned home with honor, after having seen much arduous service. 
Owing to some misapprehensions or misrepresentations of the facts, 
much injustice was done to one of those regiments in the accounts 
which were first published of the brilliant victory of Buena Vista. 
Since then, however, public opinion has been set right upon that 
point, and it is now universally acknowledged that no troops upon 
the field contributed more bravely and effectively in deciding the 
fate of the day against greatly superior numbers, than the two reg- 
iments of volunteers from this State, which had the good fortune to 
be present. Besides several companies of regulars, chiefly raised 
in this State during the last two years, two other regiments of vol- 
unteers have, in the last summer and autumn, departed for the field 
of action; the details, as to which are contained in the accompany- 
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ing report of the Adjutant General. I cannot too strongly recom- 
mend to your attention the careful preservation of the rights and 
privileges of the brave men who are thus absent in the service of 
their country. In every constitutional measure, having for its object 
such protection or extension of their political or personal rights, as 
the circumstances may seem to demand, or to evince the gratitude 
so justly due them from the State, for their services and. sacrifices, 
I assure you of my thorough co-operation. 

The ordinary expenses of the State Government for the fiscal 
year ending on the 31st of October last were $90,762 67. 

The ordinary expenses for the year 1848, are estimated by the 
Auditor in his report at the present session at $71,900. 

The number of polls returned for 1847, (estimating for the coun- 
ties of Cass, Crawford, Jefferson, Lake, Pulaski and Wells, from 
which returns have not been received, as being only the same as 
last year,) are $129,857, being an increase of 2,762, over that of the 
preceding year. 

The value of the entire taxable property returned for 1847, (esti- 
mated in like manner for the same counties) is $124,558,060, being 
an increase of $1,908,506 00, over that of last year. 

The amount of revenue paid into the State treasury during the 
last fiscal year, including some previous arrearages, is $362,347,07, 
being $68,486,07, more than was paid in during the previous fiscal 
year. 

The assessment for 1847 is, for State purposes, $450,674,77, and 
for county, township, road and school purposes collectively, $562,- 


671,20. 


Add to these sums the delinquencies of former years, $127,258,47, 
and the total amount of the duplicates for 1847, is $1,100,604,44. 

A slight examination of our present revenue system, will be suf- 
ficient to demonstrate its great susceptibility of improvement.— 
Under its workings, it is quite manifest that a large amount of the 
invisible wealth of the community, such as corporation and other 
stocks, cash on hand or at interest, and the more portable and val- 
uable kinds of personal property &c., is not found on the assess- 
ment rolls. This description of taxables is generally owned by 
those who are the best able to pay and their non-assessment leaves 
the burden of taxation so much the heavier on property which is 
visible, and especially on lands, which cannot escape notice and 
scrutiny, and which the true policy of our State requires, should not 
be visited with disfavor. The assessment sheets of 1847 as com- 
pared with those of 1846, show a decrease on personal property, in 
some counties, of $20,000, in one county of $40,000, in another 
of $50,000, and in another of $75,000. The Auditor of State has pre- 
sented some further facts and reflections, in relation to the present 
mode of assessment at the close of his report made at the present 
session, to which your attention is invited. Although careful and 
elaborate legislation is probably necessary to make the system such 
as it ought to be, yet it is believed that very little labor will be found 
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sufficient to remove its most glaring evils, and the subject is recom- 
mended to your early consideration. 

By an act of Congress to establish a uniform time of holding elec- 
tions for electors of President and Vice President in all the States 
of the Union, approved January 23, 1845, itis provided that the 
electors shall be appointed in each State on the Tuesday next after 
the first Monday inthe month of November of the year, in which 
they are tobe appointed. As the day for holding such elections 
heretofore in this State, has been on the first Monday in November 
of each year, and as by the existing State laws, the returns of the 
same from the several townships are required to be delivered to the 
proper clerk of the circuit court on the following Wednesday, the 
postponement of the time of delivery of such returns until the 
Thursday after the election is respectfully recommended in order 
that the same time may be afforded for making the returns under 
the present, as was allowed under the former law. 

By the present law too, the Governor is required to transmit to 
‘the electors, certificates of their election, by the hands of the mar- 
shals or of special messengers. From motives of economy, it is 
presumed that the marshals will always be employed in the trans- 
mission, unless in cases of emergency. If they are so employed, 
it is desirable that the Legislature should settle the mooted question, 
whether they should receive any compensation for that service, in 
addition to that which the present law gives them {for travelling and 
returning, over nearly or quite the same ground in making their 
returns to the Secretary of State. And if itshould become necessary 


to employ one or move special messengers for the performance of 


that service, some provision should also be made by law, settling the 
amount, and pointing out the mode of their compensation. 

By reference to the Auditor’s report, it appears that the principal 
of the late suspended debt of Indiana now amounts (or rather, at 
the commencement of the operations under its late arrangement, it 
did amount) to $11,065,000, in the shape of outstanding bonds. On 
this amount no interest had been paid, (until that arrangement,) 
since in the year 1841, when the credit of the State was prostrated. 
The amount of the annual interest on that debt is over half a mil- 
lion of dollars, [$554,770,] payable half yearly. This debt, large 
in itself, was therefore increasing at a rapid and fearful rate, and 
in view of that and of our limited resources, many of our best cit- 
izens, involved in despair, and anxious to leave their property un- 
incumbered to their children, were sacrificing their homes for far 
less than their value, and leaving the State. The same causes were 
preventing men of capital and industry from coming among us, to 
purchase property, improve the country and add to our wealth. All 
this, it is evident, had a tendency to increase the gloom and des- 
pondency that pervaded our business affairs generally, and to di- 
minish the ability of the people, (the great mass of whom were also 
involved in debt,) to meet their individual engagements. Add to 
these considerations the example already set by other indebted States 
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in resuming payment of their obligations, and it is not surprising 
that a general anxiety should have existed in Indiana, that its cha- 
racter, if possible, should also be vindicated. 

The great obstacle that presented itself to so desirable a result, 
was the great disparity between the amount of the debt, and the 
ability of the State for its discharge by means of taxation. It was 
under this conviction, generally, if not universally entertained, that 
I favored the principle of disposing of the profits of the Wabash 
and Erie Canal, in satisfaction of so large a portion of the debt, as 
to leave the balance within the ability of the State to pay from 
the treasury, as the only practicable means left the State whereby 
to avoid the evils enumerated, and to wipe off the reproach of re- 
pudiation; and I earnestly recommended that the proposition should 
be respectfully considered, in the hope that it might eventuate in 
an arrangement honorable to the State and satisfactory to its cred- 
itors. The result was, the passage at the same session, of the 
bill, which received my approval on the 19th of January, 1846, to 
provide for the funded debt of the State, and for the completion of 
the Wabash and Erie Canal to Evansville. 

Early in the following July, a letter was addressed to my depart- 
ment, on the part of the committee of bondholders, (under whose 


~ authority the proposition had been made, which had resulted in the 


passage of the bill referred to,) enclosing resolutions adopted by the 
committee, in which an opinion was expressed, favorable to the 
principle of that bill, namely, “the payment of one-half of the prin- 
cipal and interest by taxation, and the other half by the property 
and tolls of the canal, from the State line adjoining Ohio, to Evans- 
ville; such property to be assigned to three trustees, and the State 
to be freed from responsibility on that portion of the debt and inte- 
rest so to be secured.” 

In my next annual message, that of last session, in communica- 
ting the fact that the principle of the arrangement offered by the 
bill, had received the assent of the committee, occasion was taken 
to state that within the sphere of my own observation, and so far 
as my information extended, the expression of the great majority 
of our own citizens was also decidedly in its favor. It was further 
stated that the bondholders desired some modifications of the bill by 
the legislature, which, I was informed, would not conflict with the 
principle of the bill, and yet were deemed essential for carrying into 
full effect its fair and obvious intent, and that any such modifications, 
if they added nothing to the burthens of the people, would, it was 
believed, be responsive to their will, and it was also trusted, would 
receive the favorable action of the legislature. 

The action on the proposed modifications resulted in the passage 
of the supplementary bill which received my approval, January 27, 
1847. Both of these bills contemplated that on the surrender of 
any of the State bonds, they should be cancelled, and new certificates 
issued to the holders in lieu of them, and that only one-half of the 
interest due on them, (which, is fixed at the uniform rate of five 
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per cent. per annum,) should be paid from the treasury, and the 
other half exclusively from the profits of the canal. Both of the 
bills also contemplated that the bondholders who should come into 
the arrangement should finish the canal to Evansville at their own 
expense, aided by the proceeds of the lands, Xc., which were granted 
to the State for that purpose, and they were to look to the profits 
of the canal alone, to repay them the cost of its construction and 
management. 

But while the original bill gave the State the option of afterwards 
throwing one-half of the principal also, upon the canal for payment, 
by the supplementary bill, (and consequeutly, by the law as it now 
stands,) that object is at once effected, by one half of the surrendered 
debt, both principal and interest, resting exclusively upon the canal 
for payment, the State being released from all further responsibility 
in relation to it. ‘The great and leading principle, therefore, of the 
first bill, namely, the satisfying of one-half of the surrendered debt 
from the canal, remains unchanged, nor does the supplementary 
bill involve the State any further in debt. The main difference be 
tween the bills consists in the latter giving to the bondholders, who 
should finish the canal, a priority in the payment of their claims and 
expenses of its construction, out of the tolls and profits, over those. 
who would not join in its construction. 

The latter class, however, by surrendering their bonds, would 
still have the interest on one-half of their debt, (equal to two and 
a-half per cent. on the whole.) satisfied from the treasury, as in the 
ease of the others, and they would also be paid in whole or in part, 
the interest on the other half, from the profits of the canal, if any 
remained after paying those entitled to a priority, as before stated. 
Even if they receive nothing from the canal, therefore, the amount 
of tlie interest paid to them, by their acceding to the present arrange- 
ment, would be only one-sixth less than they would have received 
under the rival plan introduced into the Legislature, which proposed 
to give them but three of the five per cent. which their bonds called 
for. By the rival plan, too, the canal would not have been finished, 
as the credit of the State was broken down and she could hardly 
have been expected to construct it with only the lands granted by 
Congress for that purpose. This munificent grant, then amounting 
to about 800,000 acres of land, would, in that case, by the terms of 
the grant, have reverted to the United States, and thus have been 
forever lost to Indiana. 

By the supplementary bill, all bondholders were allowed to sub- 
scribe towards the completion of the canal, until to as late a period 
as the first of November last, and to surrender their bonds at any 
time before the first of the following month. It was also provided 
that unless the subscription towards the canal was made, and bonds 


to the amount of $4,000,000 principal, surrendered by the times — 


limited in the bill for those purposes respectively, the arrangement 
should cease and be void. Apprehensions were expressed on the 
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to be paid into the treasury until the fourth Monday of February, 
and hence it became necessary, to merely anticipate the revenue by 


the law in question. It is respectfully recommended to your early ~ 


consideration, to adopt some permanent measure for providing for 
any such temporary embarrasement in future. ae 
The final arrangement of our public debt cannot fail to exercise 
a favorable influence upon the property, the morals, and the char- 
acter of the State, and is the cause of heartfelt congratulation with 
all. We have suffered much through past improvidence, may we 
never neglect the lessons it has taught us. — 
Let no debt be incurred hereafter unless in case of the most im- 
perative necessity, and not then except provision be at the same 
time made to pay the interest, and for the final extinguishment of 
the principal. Few will be found hardy enough to advocate another 
general system of improvements. But the danger lies in commen- 
cing one by degrees. Tf a favor is granted to one section of the 
State it gives rise to demands from another, and finally there is im- 
minent danger of irresistible commbinations of interests for the 
prosecution of a number of works, neither of which could find favor 
alone. As a general rule such works are far better left to individ- 
ual enterprise, under the great law of supply and demand. Already 
we have a large amount of capital in the country with the pros- 
pect of its progressive increase. The inducements for its invest- 
ment in works of this character, are very great, and the only ap- 
prehension that now need be felt is, that sufficient care will not be 
taken in the chartering of companies for their construction, to pro- 
~ tect the rights of the public. If capitalists would not be justified 
in risking their means in the construction of a particular work or 
works, the State now just emerging from insolvency, should not be 
required to do so. The level surface and fertile soil of Indiana, 
offer great inducements for the construction of Rail Roads with a 
view to profit, and the most profitable because the most needed, 
will be first undertaken. When constructed by private or associa- 
ted means, there is less extravagance, and less danger of the faith- 
lessness of agents, than if they are constructed by the State. ; 
In discussing this topic, | heg once more to recommend the most 
rigid economy, now rendered, if possible, more desirable than ev er. 
Our faith is restored, and it et be present Let the resolve

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ecutives of other States and Territories, for fugitives from the jus- 
tice of this State, and provision 1s made by the existing law, on 
all expenses incurred in their recapture, “if the Governor shall a 
low the same, shall be paid out of the moneys appropriated by the 
General Assembly for such purposes.” As no such eppetE enon 
has ever been made, the law has remained a dead Jetter, and the 
custom has been to make the required allowance In the specific ap- 
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propriation bills. By this omission, not only has there beena delay 

- of the payment for the services and expenses of the agent, but in 
the absence of correct information, the treasury is exposed to the 
danger of exorbitant claims. A standing appropriation of small 
amount, would be sufficient for this purpose, and the adoption of a 
rule requiring a satisfactory verification of all claims for such ser- 
vices and expenses, before the same shall be allowed, will serve 
the cause alike of justice and economy. 

The views and recommendations contained in the accompanying 
report of the Adjutant General, will doubtless receive at your hands 
that attention and consideration to which they are entitled. The 
commendation bestowed upon this officer in my last annual mes- 
sage, in relation to the discharge of his duties during that year, has 
been fully merited by the zeal, fidelity and promptitude with which 
he has performed those of the present year, varied and laborious as 
they have been. The nature, extent and value of these services, 
can better be ascertained from the report itself, and I suggest the 
justice and propriety of making him an additional compensation for 
the same. . 

It will be seen from the report of the Quarter Master Gene- 
ral, also submitted, that that officer has been engaged, since 
your last session, with characteristic energy and faithfulness, in the 
collection and repair of the public arms, which had been lost and 
scattered in various parts of the State, besides attending to their re- 
ception, preservation and distribution. The increase in his corres- 
pondence, and in the regular duties of his office, also merit, in my 
judgement, a further compensation. 

Occasion has been repeatedly taken in my former messages, to 
allude to the great amount of our local or special legislation, the 
danger of injustice by its means to individual interests, its expense 
to the treasury, and the large portion of time it necessarily occu- 
pies to the detriment of that mature and thorough consideration 
which is due to subjects of a general character. It was also rec- 
ommended that the necessary powers should by general laws be 
conferred upen other and more appropriate tribunals, to afford the 
necessary relief, sought by means of private acts. The subject has 
been deemed of so grave importance that the constitution of New 
York, as lately amended, has a provision against this evil engrafted 
in it. 

I was therefore much gratified to find the attempt to obviate it in 
part, by the passage, at the last session, of the act to authorize the 
formation of voluntary associations, approved January 27, 1847. 
It is hoped that no bill will now be introduced into the Legislature 
for an object, the accomplishment of which can be secured by that 
act. It is not intended to say that the act is not susceptible of 
amendment; on the contrary, it is believed it might be made to have 
a wider scope, with advantage. Bui that or any other defect can 
be easily remedied. 

It is earnestly recommended that, as far as practicable, the residue 
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of the broad field of private legislation be occupied by a few gen- 
eral laws. 

Permit me, also, again to call to your favorable attention, the sub- 
ject of giving justices of the peace exclusive jurisdiction of divers 
trivial offences, now punished by indictment in the Circuit courts, 

at great expense to the county, and operating, by means of costs 
and loss of time, as a disproportionate punishment to the individual. 
I also commend to your favorable regard the policy of establishing 
houses of Refuge, in districts embracing a sufficient number of 
counties for the purpose, for the punishment and moral discipline of 
female and juvenile delinquents; where they will be beyond the 
contagion of confirmed vice and hoary crime. 

My reasons in favor of these measures are given to some extent 
fe se last two annual messages, to which you are respectfully re- 

erred. . 

The steady and successful progress made on the part of our Be- 
nevolent Institutions, as will more fully appear from the annual re- 
ports in relation to them, is a subject of just congratulation. 

The Asylum for the education of the Deaf and Dumb was com- 
menced as a State Institution so late as the 1st of October 1844 
(although it had existed as a private school, with a few pupils for 
about one year previously,) and it already numbers eighty pupils. 
This is understood to be a much larger number than is found in the 
institution of any other State, in proportion to population, although 
several of them have been established for more than a quarter of 
a century. 

The Institute for the education of the Blind commenced its ope- 
rations only on the first of October last, with nine pupils, which are 
now increased to twenty five, and several others are soon expected. 

The erection of suitable buildings for each of these institutions, 
on the eligible sites already purchased for that purpose, is much 
needed. The financial condition of the State requires that while 
they should be comfortable, commodious and permanent, and so 
constructed as to be susceptible of such additions as may be required 
hereafter by an increase of pupils, without marring the general de- 
sign and appearance, yet they should be in a style of simple ele- 
gance, without expense or a useless display of mere ornament. 

It is gratifying to learn that the Hospital for the Insane will prob- 
ably be so far constructed by the Ist of July next as to be ready for 
the reception of a few patients, at that time, and that the work will 
rapidly advance to entire completion. I cannot doubt that each of 
these institutions will continue to receive at your hands that aid and 
patronage to which they are so well entitled. 

The people of Indiana deserve great credit, and they will doubt- 
less receive the prayers and tearful thanks of many of these unfor- 
tunates, for the cheerfulness with which they have paid a specific 
tax, in a time of great adversity, for the establishment and support 
of these benevolent institutions; and it is hoped it will not be for- 
gotten by those concerned, that the best return that can be made 
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in behalf of the inmates for this kindness, will be strict economy 
and fidelity in the expenses and management of the establishments. 

The facts and suggestions contained in the accompanying re- 
port of the Visitor of the State Prison will commend themselves to 
your consideration. Since its preparation, it has been gratifying to 
learn that the convicts have been removed to the New Prison, which 
will operate much to the advantage of their health and comfort. 

In this connection, and in view of the expected early completion 
of the Hospital, I beg to call your attention to the importance of 
providing by law, that whenever a person is acquitted of crime on 
the ground of insanity, and he is found by the jury yet to be insane, 
or whenever a convict becomes insane while in the State Prison, 
he shall forthwith be placed in the Hospital. The former should not 
be suffered to go at large at the peril of life and property in the 
community; the latter is not a proper subject of punishment, and 
both require that moral discipline and medical treatment which 
would be found in the Hospital, and which recent experiments have 
proved so frequently effective for the restoration of reason. 

It is upon the intelligence and virtue of its citizens, the State must 
chiefly depend for their social elevation and happiness, for their just 
and equal participation in the advantages of an enlightened freedom, 
for the prosperity of our unrivalled institutions in their original pu- 
rity and republican simplicity, and for that progressive reformation 
of abuses, and political amelioration, which are the result of 
independent thought and free inquiry. I am therefore much grati- 
fied to perceive the increased interest which has latterly been man- 
ifested by the people of this State, in relation to the important sub- 
ject of education. 

Our higher institutions for the instruction of youth in literature 
and science, are a source of just pride and of great usefulness to the 
State, and it is gratifying to believe that they have never been in a 
more flourishing condition than at present. 

In relation to the far more important subject of common school 
education, it is much to be regretted that, at present, when the faith 
and credit of the State are in process of resuscitation, and its avail- 
able means are urgently required to meet the engagements entered 
into with its creditors, as well as those occasioned by our benevo- 
lent institutions, we are unable by legislation, to afford such imme-. 
diate and substantial aid, as in a more flourishing condition of the 
finances of the State would be more in accordance with our desires 
and with a sound and enlightened policy. Much however may 
be done it is hoped, towards the adoption of a system, to be more 
fully matured in future, which will increase the usefulness, the effi- 
ciency, and the amount of the present school funds, secure their 
faithful application, extend the benefits to be derived from them 
more equally and satisfactorily—and especially which will ensure 
a greater degree of uniformity and promptitude in the collection of 
school returns and other statistics bearing upon the question; which 
is almost a prerequisite to any prudent and useful legislation, upon 
a subject which has caused so great a diversity of judgment.

Pursuant to resolutions passed by both branches of the General 
Assembly at its last session, recommending the friends of common 
school education to meet in convention at Indianapolis on the 26th 
of May last, such a convention did assemble and three gentlemen 
were appointed to draft a bill for the purpose of remedying the de- 
fects complained of in the school laws now in force. These gentle-° 
men have fulfilled the object of their appointment by preparing “a 
bill to provide for the improvement of common schools.” From the 
source whence it originated, and the care and labor which have 
doubtless been bestowed upon it, it will no doubt receive a mature 
and attentive consideration at your hands. As by a provision of 
the bill, it will not go into operation until approved by a majority 
of the people, it will be proper in case of its passage, to publish and 
circulate it extensively, in order that every voter may have an op- 
portunity of fully understanding its provisions before he is required 
to pass upon it, at the ballot box, on the second Menday of March 
next. 

1 am aware that I have touched'upon several topics in my views 
as to which I shall not be so fortunate as to have the concurrence of 
a portion my fellow citizens ;—topics too, which some may regard 
as of a national concernment only, and therefore as inappropri- 
ate. But it will, itis trusted be sufficient to say, that as the pre- 
vailing usage in this regard must have created a general expecta- 
tion that some expression on my part would be made on the pres- 
ent occasion, in relation to these questions, silence would have giv- 
en rise to misconstruction. Feeling it to be my duty to meet frank- 
ly every such expectation, believing these questions to be of wide 
and momentous bearing, and regarding the present crisis in our 
affairs as imminent, I have freely advanced such views and indica- 
ted such a course of policy, as are, in my judgment, most conducive 
to the prosperity of the people, and to the honor and character of 
the country. In doing so, however, it has been my wish to subserve 
the cause of truth, without wounding the feelings of any. The great- 
est advances in the onward tide of human improvement have taken 
place under free governments, and have mainly resulted from free- 
dom of thought and of speech. Mere difference of opinion therefore, 
so far as it excites candid discussion, is promotive of the discovery 
of truth, and is far from being a subject of regret. But when the 
too usual, but by no means necessary attendants upon party divis- 
ions, passion and prejudices are found so far to prevail, as to estrange 
hearts that beat in unison upon other great questions of human 
concernment, to sever the ties and deaden the charities of social in- 
tercourse, and to blunt the perception of truth itself, it exhibits a 
mournful picture of human weakness, and is cause of deep sorrow 
to the citizen and to the patriot. 

However we may differ in relation to such questions, let us not 
forget that there are many others appertaining to us as a State, and 
important to the prosperity and happiness of our fellow citizens, as 
to which it is hoped we can cordially agree and co-operate. To 
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this end, it becomes us to implore the aid of infinite wisdom, with- 
out whose favor all our attempts will be vain, that Hz will be pleased 
to smile upon our councils and to bless our efforts for the common 


welfare.

Mr. Marsh announced the death of the Hon. Andrew Kennedy, 
and offered the following preamble and resolutions, which were 
adopted by unanimous consent: 


Mr. Presipent: 


I have a sad, melancholy duty to perform, in announcing to this 
branch of the Legislature the death of my much esteemed friend, 
the Hon. Andrew Kennedy. 

Surrounded, as is well known to this Honorable body, by the most 
appalling circumstances, dying of a disease at once the most dire- 
ful, and most to be dreaded of ail in the catalogue of weapons in 
the hands of the king of terrors ; bound as I was by the most sacred 
obligations of my profession, and the ties of friendship, to adminis- 
ter to his necessities, and to save, if possible, from the grasp of the 
grave one of society’s most stable pillars and chiefest ornaments, 
| feel myself called upon to endeavor to perpetuate’ his memory 
in this humble attempt to pay a last tribute to his many virtues. , 

Andrew Kennedy was a self-made man. From the humblest 
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walks of life he had risen to the highest honors which a discerning 
and enlightened constituency could confer upon one whom they 
considered to be both “ honest and capable.” 

He was born in Montgomery county, Ohio, in A. D. 1810, and of 
course was about thirty-seven years of age. He has left to mourn 
his loss a wife, a father, and a numerous train of relatives and 
friends. 

After his removal to this State his course was one cf almost un- 
paralleled success. At the age of nineteen we find him at the an- 
vil unable to read or write. A few years later we see him at the 
bar, respected for his legal acquriements, and popular as an advo- 
eate. At length he was elected to the General Assembly of this 
State, and from that time on his career, although short, has been 
most brilliant, almost unrivalled inthe rapidity of his advancement. 
From the Legislature he was raised to Congress, where he served 
three full terms with honor to himself and satisfaction to those who 
sent him. It was here that the hidden power of his genius dis- 
played itself to the nation in those brilliant bursts of eloquence and 
patriotism which electrified his friends and charmed his political 
opponents. 

Strictly partizan in his character, firyn in what he believed to be 
the best interests of his country, expressing freely his opinions upon 
all subjects, yet few men than the deceased were more universally 
respected and beloved. His manners were mild, bland, and cour- 
teous. He never spoke evil of any cne, and the breath of envy or 
malice never dared whisper any thing against his character or his 
deportment. He has moved insociety an ornament to it, and has not 
left a single blot to mar the pure escutcheon of a blameless life and 
an untarnished reputation. 

In politics, he had in early life embraced the democratic school. 
The truth of its principles had become a matter of deep and set- 
tled conviction with him; yet he had no party bigotry, no personal 
animosities towards his political opponents, and at all times spoke 
of those who differed from him without harshness or severity. 

I who have known him weil, and have had every opportunity of 
observing every phasis of his character, can with truth and pro- 
priety say, that a more harmless, upright, and honorable man can- 
not be found in this community. That he nourished no feelings of 
revenge, but, on the contrary, he was always ready to find some 
apology for those who had dealt with him disingenuously. 

He was a man of active business habits, and of a robust, healthy 
constitution. He has been cut off in the vigor of his manhood, and 
in the full career of usefulness and honorable ambition by “ the 
pestilence that walketh in darkness and destroyeth at noonday, at 
whose name men pale with fear, and turn their trembling steps 
away with loathing,” and has been summoned into the presence of 
his Maker almost without warning, at a time when he least expect- 
ed it, and when he had every prospect of a long life before him. 
To his widowed wife theze sad tidings will be fraught with anguish 
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and horror unspeakable, and his aged father will long mourn the 
unhappy fate of his son. ‘ 

His numerous personal friends, who have become attached to him 
by the strong ties of sympathy and fellowship will deeply lament 
the melancholy end of poor Kennedy, who has thus yielded up his 
life at the noontide of existence, away from his natural friends and 
protectors, but not altogether in a stranger land, for there were those 
about him who felt for him as for a brother, and it may be a source 
of consolation to his friends, wherever they may be found, to know 
that he had every attention and assistance which he could have had 
any where, and that he did not die as one without hope; he was 
deeply interested in his future welfare, and much of his time, dur- 
ing his last illness was spent in prayer and religious exercises, that 
he expressed himself as feeling reconciled to his God, through the 
atoning merits of a Savior’s blood; that he was ready and pre- 
pared to die if so the Lerd willed, and his last hours were cheered 
and comforted by the hope of the Christian, the glorious hope of a 
happy immortality beyond the grave. 

Thus died Andrew Kennedy. This rising sun had scarcely ap- 
proached its meridian brightness, when its nk shrouded in the mists 
of darkness for ever. His manly form lies beneath the cold clods 
of earth; the silvery toned musie of his eloquence is hushed in re- 
pose ; the voice of patriotism and benevolence shall no more be 
heard from his clay cold lips, but the impress of his noble mind is 
yet among us, and the force of his example is still left to guide us 
in the paths of wisdom and honor. 

What a glorious ending of so honorable a life! The man upon 
whom the world loved to heap its honors—who had shared his lot 
with the great and powerful of the land, meekly bowing at the feet 
of a crucified Savior, humbly confessing his faults and imploring 
pardon for his manifold transgressions against the Divine Nature. 
Yes, the man of mighty intellect and aspiring ambition was not 
ashamed to confess his need of Divine support as he passed through 
the gloomy valley of the shadow of death; and the last use he made 
of the faculties which God had given him, was to point his associ- 
ates to the cross as the only sure refuge at the solemn hour “ when 


soul to soul and dust to dust returns.” 


Mr. President, in view of the irreparable loss which community 
has sustained, I move the adoption of the following resolutions : 


Resolved, That we receive with deep and unfeigned sorrow the 
melancholy intelligence of the death of the Hon. Andrew Kenne- 
dy, who expired of the Small Pox, at the Palmer House in this city, 
on the 31st December last; and that we recognise in his decease 
the loss to the citizens of this State and nation of one in whose 
heart concentred all the domestic and social virtues, and whose 
hand was ever open to the calls of charity and benevolence—in 
short, one every way deserving the respect and confidence of a free, 
enlightened, and virtuous, public. 
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Resolved, That we deeply sympathize with his disconsolate widow 
and bereaved friends in the loss of the kindest of sons and best of 
husbands, the most doting and tender father, and the true, firm, and 


unwavering friend of the virtuous poor. 


Resolved, That a copy of these proceedings be forwarded to the 


widow and father of the deceased. 


Resolved, That as a further mark of respect for the deceased the 


Senate will now adjourn.

The committee on finance, to whom was referred a bill of the 
Senate No. 59, entitled “an act to protect the trust funds of 
the State,’ have had the same under consideration, and have 
directed me to report} that the several funds designated and known 
by the general title—trust funds”—should be regarded by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of Indiana, as a sacred legacy, set apart 
for particular purposes, and to be guarded and watched over with 
a sleepless vigilence, lest they be diverted from their legitimate 
objects and squandered in ways not contemplated by the laws which 
have been enacted for their creation and preservation ; that, in the 
opinion of the committee, the safety of these funds will be endan- 
gered, if they should be loaned on any of the securities prohibited 
by this bill. 

In addition to many other instances of the difficulties and danger 
incident to the loaning of the trust funds in such securities, the 
committee would most respectfully call the attention of the Senate 
to the case of a loan of money, in 1889, from the sinking fund to 
the “Wabash Manual Labor College and Teacher's Seminary,” at 
the instance, and the application of the college itself.

The committee on claims to whom was referred the petition of 
Joseph E. Moore, asking a compensation for services rendered and 
subsistence furnished for the fourth regiment of Indiana volun- 
teers during the summer of 1847, have according to order, had the 
subject-matter referred to them under consideration, and have di- 
rected me to report, that some time in the month of June 1847, the 
fourth regiment of Indiana volunteers, called into service under the 
requisition of the President of the United States, assembled at Fort 

Clark in Clark county, the place of rendezvous, that some of the 
companies not being full at the time of their arrival, the officer of 
the United States whose duty it was to muster said regiment into 
service and subscribe the muster rolls, refused to do so until said 
companies should be full, and in consequence of such refusal, the 
commissary acting under the authority of the United States, refused 
to quarter and subsist said regiment until they should be regularly 
mustered into service. 

That in consequence of such refusal by the commissary, the troops 
comprising said regiment were left destitute and without the means 
of subsistence,—that the petitioner at the earnest solicitations and 
request of the commanding officers of the several companies fur- 
nished provisions for said companies until they were regularly mus- 
tered into service, that the amount of provisions thus furnished was 
worth the sum of $314 00, as appears by the certificates which 
have been before your committee signed by the several commandants 
ofcompanies ; which sum of $314 00,said petitioner prays may be paid 
and liquidated by the State. Your committee so far as they have 
been able toinform themselves on this subject, are clearly satisfied that 
said claim is a a just demand against the United States, and should 
and ought to be paid out of the treasury of the general government, 
out of the money appropriated for the prosecution of the Mexican 
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war, yet your committee feeling anxious to do justice to the citizens 
of our state, who have furnished supplies to our gallant officers and 
soldiers, whilst on their march to the seat of war; your committee, 
therefore, not stopping to inquire into the propriety of the same, or 
the ability of the general government to prosecute the same in its 
present embarrassed condition, have unanimously concluded that 
justice demands that the amount furnished by the petitioner, for the 
support of our brave volunteers should be promptly paid, and rely- 
ing on the integrity of the general government, and believing that 
as soon as the President shall have conquered a peace, obtained 
full and complete indemnity, acquired a large amount of territory, 
and extended over our slave market, that we will find the govern- 
ment both willing and able to refund to Indiana any amount that 
the State may have expended in aiding the President in prosecu- 
ting the war. 

Your committee have therefore directed me to report the follow- 
ing bill and recommend its passage :

whole report was drawn up, and presented to the Senate without 
their knowledge, co-operation, or consent. They cannot consent to 
have a joint authorship of that report imputed to them, or that a 


the averments and testimony of the other members. 

The chairman is properly the organ of the comunittee, through 
whom it speaks; and it is by its authority, and under its sanction 
alone that he should speak forit. He certainly has no right to palm 
off his own private sentiments, doctrine, or language as theirs, and 
if the genuineness of an official report be impeached, the Senate 
should be satisfied that it was duly authorized before it is received 
in that character. We protest that the report alluded to was never 
submitted to us for our approval, that we never authorized or sanc- 
tioned it, and that it is untrue that the committee unanimously 
directed the report to be made. 

The undersigned regret that they should be compelled to make 
these statements, but they cannot avoid doing so without allowing 
themselves to be placed in a false position before the country.— 
They object to the report in this instance, not only for the unwar- 
rantable license thus taken by the chairman, but because it digresses 
in very bad taste, to say the least of it, from its legitimate office of 
enquiring into the justice of the claim under consideration, into a 
rambling discussion of the causes, and objects of the war with 
Mexico, entirely foreign from the subject matter in hand, and intro- 
duced for no other apparent reason, as it would seem, but to afford 
a pretext for a partisan attack upon the President and others con- 
cerned in the administration of the general government. All this 
part of the report the undersigned disapprove, as it is in many res- 
pects an entire pervision of their sentiments, both in manner, and 
Inatter, and as they conceive, improper and uncalled for under the 
circumstances. 

They are therefore compelled to pronounce the report wholly 
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spurious, so far as it professes to represent the —— views *

view of avoiding such unpleasant occurrences in future, ae -

In answer to the resolution of the Senate in relation to printing 
the Governor’s Message in the English, French, and German lan- 
guages, the undersigned respectfully replies : 
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- Ist. The law requires that the Governor’s Message shall be plac- 
ed in the Journal of each House and in the Documentary Journal. 
To save money to the State, it is provided by law that but one com- 
position shall be charged, and consequently the same type upon 
which the extra Messages are printed must go into the above forms. 
That the Message could be put in the proper place, the Journals 
had to be printed up to the day of its delivery, or otherwise the folios 
could not be properly arranged. 

The Message was not delivered until the third week of the 
session, and previous to its delivery many documents (and some of 
them of great length) were ordered. Printing these documents 
kept the Journals back. The Senate Journal makes about one 
hundred pages, and the House, one hundred and twenty pages, up 
to the delivery of the Message ; so that some idea may be tormed, 
even by thoze who know but little about printing, of the great ex- 
tent of the work necessary to be dene before the Message could be 
printed. 

This has all been accomplished, however, and the Message in 
English is at the binder’s to be folded, and will be delivered to-day 
or to-morrow. 

We venture the assertion, and are ready to submit it to a com- 
mittee of practical Printers, that such are our facilities for expedi- 
tious printing, that a greater amount of work cannot be done in 
any other establishment in the Western country, in the same length 
of time, than has been done in the Journal office the past six weeks. 
The press-work of the Message alone, (being 136 token,) could not 
be done on any other press in the country in two weeks ! 

2d. There is not a font of German type in the city, nor is there 
a compositor who understands the language to set it up, if we had 
ihe type. The Message must be printed at Cincinnati, and it can- 
not be done previous to the adjournment. 

There is no person in the city competent to translate the Message 
into the French. This must be done at Vincennes, where it was 
done last year, and it cannot be done previous to the adjournment. 

Heretofore, when similar erders have been given, even at the 
commencement of the session, my predecessor has been unable to 
furnish them, and itis hardly to be presumed that it can now be 
done in one half the usual time. 

It was provided in the resolution of the Senate ordering the Mes- 
sage, that it should not be printed unless it could be done previous 
to the adjournment. It was to meet this proviso that I gave the 
information I did a few days ago.

To the Senate: 


GrntLemEen :—The accompanying bill, No. 114, entitled, ‘an act to 
amend an act entitled an act incorporating the White Water val- 
ley canal company ; approved January 20th 1842, is herewith re- 
turned, with the reasons ‘which have induced me to withhold my 
sanction to its becoming a law. In the midst of my public duties, 
time will not allow me to do more than to point out the objectiona- 
ble features of the bill, and to hastily andimperfectly give my views 
in relation to them. 
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The 5th section repeals the ‘second proviso in the second section 
of the company’s charter, which was passed, as is above seen, in 
January 1842. That proviso, on reference to the charter, is found 
to contain the stipulation that at the end of fifteen years from the 
time the company should finish the canal, the State shall have the 
net profits which may arise from the canal over and above eight 
per cent.. And this possible overplus, and at the end ‘of fifteen 
years too, is the whole pecuniary recompence, secured to the State, 
in return for her giving to the company, the canal leading to Law- 
renceburgh and Cincinnati, through the most flourishing and wealthy 
part of the State, and which had cost her eleven hundred thousand 


‘dollars. The company have expended less than half that amount, 


for both finishing and repairing the canal, and yet receive for their 
share all the profits for fifteen years, and afterwards eight per cent, 
clear of expenses forever. 

And it is now proposed to repeal and abolish the last chance of 
the State’s getting even that possible overplus. An overplus too, 
with which as originally intended, she is to be aided in paying her 
heavy debt—that debt of which this same eleven hundred thousand 
dollars is a part. When a measure is pressed upon the Legislature 
by which private interests are sought to be benefited at the expense 
of the public, there will never be any lack of argument to pursuade 
the reluctant that it will have no such operation, and indeed that it 
will be for the general advantage to adopt it. When the canal was 
granted to the company, it was probably urged as a reason why it 
should be done, that this overplus would yield a handsome return to 
the treasury, Now, however, it is said that there is little or no 
chance that there will be any overplus. If this be true, itis another 
proof that the State made a losing bargain, in granting the charter. 
And indeed it is almost universally true, that where a State and a 
company are jointly concerned, it is at the expense of the State. 
The representatives of the private interests, ever sleepless and 
watchful, seldom rest satisfied until, by importunity or diplomacy, 
renewed from year to year, with legislators of different experience 
and temperament, they despoil the State of her share. But to re- 
turn : If there can be no such overplus, the company would gain 
nothing by taking away the chance of it from the State. The great 
objection to the repeal is the principle involved—without reference 
to the value of the thing surrendered—the principle of making a 
direct pecuniary grant, however remote or contingent, to a company 
for a public work. Should we not at a subsequent session be met 
with a request, that other rights which the State may have reserved 
in this work, shall also be surrendered? At this time when there 
are so many rival claims for railroads and other works, would not 
such a grant be relied on as a precedent, and give rise to similar 
demands from otherquarters? Is there not danger ithat this would 
lead to a combination of interests, ending in another heavy debt ? 
Experience answers these questions in the affirmative. 

he canal having suffered by the floods, the position has been 
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taken that the State, as a parent, owes it to her citizens who are 
stockholders to come to their aid, and relieve their distress. 

But even if that principle be correct, the State does not occupy 
the relation of a parent to the stockholders who belong to. other 
States. It has been stated in a public print published in Cincinnati, 
as a matter of financial information, thata large majority in amount 
of the stock and property in the canal belongs to citizens of Ohio. 
It is true, since this bill has been laid before me, I have heard this 
statement doubted or denied, but all seem to admit that a large 
amount of the stock is owned by citizens of that State. Now while 
the losses of the citizens of our sister State, are, 1 doubt not a mat- 
ter of serious regret with all of us, yet it will hardly be contended 
if public aid is to be invoked in their behalf, on this score, that this 
State rather than their own, to whom they pay their taxes, should 
give them relief. But the repealing clause in question benefits all 
stockholders alike, without reference to their place of residence. > 
may be asked too, in reference to this question of relief, whic. 
party needs it the most, the State or the stockholders < Which ‘ 
the most deeply in debt? Whatsoever benefit, if benefit it be, whic 
the stockholders would receive by this measure, would be taken 
from the State, and indirectly from the pockets of the people at 
large. Many of the latter have suffered in property from the same 
floods. Others have suffered from other but not less injurious 
causes. Many are very poor. Can the same be said of the 
stockholders generally ? If it can, they are certainly unlike the 
great majority of stockholders in our country. As a general rule 
among us, stock invested in similar enterprises, 1s the superfluity 
of those who are in comparatively easy circumstances. Now as a 
measure of mere equity, ought a tax to be imposed on many whom 
we see among us every day, tomake up the loss of the mere super- 
fluities of others? An impartial parent moved by the common af- 
fections of our nature would not so decide among his children, and 
as the parental relation of the State has been invoked, it seems to 
me the same principle should apply. ; 

Were I to be governed by my private sympathies, I could find 
much in my relations with'those of the stockholders with whom I am 
pesonally acquainted, to induce me to sign this bill. It is painful to 
refuse the request, warmly urged as this has been, of persons with 
whom I am in habits of friendship and intimacy. But I trust my 
public duty, will ever be regarded and acted upon while in office, 
as my highest duty. In my first exposition of my views of State 
policy, made while occupying -my present relation with my fellow 
citizens, it was stated that I should be governed in the discharge of 
my duties “by regarding the affairs and interests of Indiana as the 
Jirst object of my care and solicitude.” I trust my conduct will 
prove this declaration to have been no idle formality. 

The State has formerly been retarded in her onward progress to 
wealth, prosperity and happiness, and was once brought to the very 
brink of ruin, by a want of the necessary forecast and firmness to 
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resist importunity and! appliances in behalf of interests of an indi- 
vidual, a corporate, or a sectional charter. Such interests are almost 
always ably and keenly represented by persons on the ground, at 
nearly or quite every session of the General Assembly. On the 
other side there are none to guard and protect the public interest 
but those in whom the necessary power has been vested by a 
distant and confiding people. While we should be happy to suita- 
bly aid useful enterprise rightfully directed, let it never be forgotten 
that this aid should not be furnished at the expense of our constitu- 
ents at large, whose agents we are, without very satisfactory evi- 
dence that it is so furnished with their consent. 

In the mean time let a disappointed applicant comfort himself 
with the reflection, that if his request had been granted, systematic 
importunity, and indeed equity would require that similar requests 
on behalf of others should also be granted; and if the claims of 
equity are fully carried out, and all sections or interests are equally 
benefitted, none will be more so nor at less expense than it would 
have been, had it borne its own burden at the commencement. My 
regret in withholding my signature from this bill is lessened by my 
conviction that, considering the amount already invested in the 
canal, the comparatively small sum necessary to put it in repair 
will be soon furnished from private capital, for the purpose of making 
the whole productive, by the transportation of the products of the 
extensive and fertile valley through which it lies.

That it is the solemn and deliberate conviction of this General 
Assembly, that the existing war with Mexico is both just and hon- 
orable on the part of the United States; that it was rightfully and 
constitutionally begun, and that it ought to be prosecuted with vig- 
or until we obtain an honorable peace, and ample indemnity for 
the past and security for the future. 


Resolved, That we feel it our duty to repel, as a slander on the 
officers and soldiers composing our gallant army in Mexico, the 
most of whom have volunteered for the service, any imputation that 
they are engaged in an unjust and unconstitutional war ; and that 
we look upon such imputation only as an attempt to cover over in 
shame and obloquy the memory of the brave men who have fallen 
upon the battle fields of Mexico. 


Resolved, That when our country is engaged in a war and bloody 
conflict with another nation, we should deprecate to see one of the 
great parties of these United States arraying themselves in oppo- 
sition to their country’s cause; and that public men, and that por- 
tion of the public press, denouncing the present war in unmeasur- 
ed terms—threatening to withhold supplies of men and money for 
its vigorous prosecution—vepresenting to our enemies in an open 
manner, that our public servants, although elected by the free and 
unbought suffrages of the people, are weak and imbecile—that 
our National Treasury is not only empty, but our resources ex- 
hausted, and no more volunteers can be raised for the service, do 
their country great injustice by not only dishonoring its character, 
but by prolonging the war in giving encouragement to our enemies 
and causing more blood to be shed than would otherwise become 
necessary.

That no such payment would be made to him from the treasury, 
he was fully informed while he was an anxious applicant for the 
place, and before he entered upon its duties ; and he expressed his 
entire willingness, and indeed his strong wish, to perform its duties 
upon those terms. It is believed this communication might here 
stop ; for I cannot suppose it was intended to inquire what was the 
agreement or understanding between Mr. Kinder and myself, (not 
as an officer, but merely as an individual, in relation to the services 
of the former as executive messenger. I see no objection, however, 
that all this should be known, and I have freely mentioned it, when- 
ever questioned. But to admit the right of making such inquiry, in 
a formal legislative resolution, by answering it, would set an exam- 
ple which, if generally followed, could scarcely avoid leading to 
any other than good or useful results. It is easy to imagine the 
abuses into which such a course might terminate, if generally acted 
on. lrepeat, therefore, that | cannot suppose the Senate so intended. 
I am gratified, however, that the occasion is offered to me, of say- 
ing that the terms on which Mr. Kinder was authorized by me to 
act as an executive messenger, as before stated, and the considera- 
tions and inducements which led him to accept the situation, and 
to perform its duties, were fully made known to him before it was 
conferred upon him — that so far from being dissatisfied with those 
terms and inducements, he was, with a full knowledge of them, an 
earnest applicant for the place, and was selected for it, much to his 
expressed gratification, from among several other applicants; that 
he never intimated to the undersigned at any time, (although ne- 
cessarily in habits of familiar intercourse,) any dissatisfaction with 
those terms; but, on the contrary, when the undersigned had inti- 
mated an intention to appoint another to the same situation at the 
following session, Mr. Kinder anxiously requested, and again ob- 
tained it, and upon the same terms; and final! y, that Mr. Kinder re- 
alized all the advantages and inducements, that led him to apply 
for, and receive, (and perform the duties and services of,) the two 
several appointments, above mentioned. :

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From the above it will appear—lst, that Mr. Kinder was only 
designated as an executive messenger, under ancient usage—2d, 
that no compensation was ever paid to him from the treasury, for 
his services as such—and 3d, that he was fully satisfied for those 
services, according to the terms and inducements, under which he 
undertook their performance. 

This, my clear recollection of the circumstances under which Mr. 
Kinder acted as an executive messenger, is corroborated by the 
recollections of several other gentlemen, novv in this place, which 
they derived from conversations with Mr. Kinder himself. 

I desire to say in conclusion, that the act reducing the salaries of 
certain officers, took effect upon that of the Governor, at the com- 
mencement of my second term, (which was as soon as it could take 
effect under the constitution,) and consequently, the compensation 
of the Governor is now virtually subject to a double reduction, un- 
der the operation of that Statute, viz: first, by directly diminishing 
the amount of his salary in common with other officers, and next, 
by depriving him of the assistance of a private Secretary, and thus 
giving him the labor of another office, without its compensation.

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To the Senate of Indiana : 


GerntLemeN — The accompanying bill, entitled “An act providing 
for the publication of certain laws therein named,” was passed at 
the last session of the General Assembly, but not having been pre- 
sented to me until within the last four days before the final adjourn- 
ment, the same was held over as authorized by the constitution, and 
igs now returned to the Senate in which it originated, with the ob- 
jections which have induced me to withhold my approval of it in its 
present form as a law of the State. 

The bill provides that the Secretary, Auditor, and Treasurer of 
State shall subscribe for five hundred copies of a work in prepara- 
tion for publication, to be entitled “ A compilation of the laws which 
were in force prior to the year 18438, in the State of Indiana, and 
under the Territorial Government, relating to real property; embra- 
cing the various Statutes on the subject of conveyances, wills, and 
executions; also, the Probate and Practice acts, and all other Stat- 
utes regulating the powers and duties of courts of law and chan- 
cery ; and also the Treaties, Resolutions and ordinances of the Gen- 
eral Government relating to the public lands within the State of In- 
diana, with notes and references to the decisions of the Supreme 
Courts of the United State and of this State, on questions on the 
laws, &c., embraced in such compilation.” It is further provided 
that the price of the work shall be settled by the said three State 
officers with the publisher, and not to exceed its fair cash value, and 
when so agreed on shall be paid out of the State Treasury on the 
Auditor’s warrant. The residue of the bill is devoted to the distri- 
bution of the copies thus procured by the State, as to which I will 
merely observe, that requiring one copy to be sent to each State and 
Territory of the United States would accord with usage and answer 
every rational purpose as well as double the number as provided 
for in the bill. . 

The objection taken to the bill is not as to the public object ap- 
parently contemplated by it, but to the plan of the work as limited 
and proscribed in the title itself. Such a plan it is conceived will 
not adequately supply a much felt and increasing want. Litigated 
questions are liable to rise of a grave character, and seriously af- 
fecting the rights of individuals for a satisfactory solution of which 
a recurrence to the earlier laws of the Indiana Territory may be in- 
dispensible. Scarcely an entire series of these laws can now be 
found in the State, and hence the necessity in accordance with the 
practice of other States of republishing so much of them at least, as 
will be found of general importance. The bill seems to have been 
framed under an impression that no controversies will require a ref- 
erence to these early laws excepting those in relation to real prop- 
erty. But even if this impression be correct, a slight reflection will 
make it manifest that the early acts authorized by the bill to be pub- 
lished do not embrace all which are calculated to affect, directly or 
indirectly, titles to real property. Governed by that principle, it will 
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be found difficult to exclude any general law from the re-publica- 
tion. In this respect, therefore, I think the plan by being too limit- 
ed, will not dispense with the necessity sooner or later of another 
and more complete re-publication, thus rendering the one contem- 
plated by this bill a mere useless expense. 

But in another respect, the scope of the proposed work is unne- 
cessarily broad. Questions but rarely occur that render a reference 
to the very voluminous Treaties, Resolutions, and Ordinances of the 
General Government relating to the public lands within the State 
of Indiana, (which are mainly the same as relate to the public lands 
elsewhere), and when such questions do occur, we find numerous 
compilations, digests and editions at large of these “Treaties, Res- 
olutions and Ordinances,” already published and convenient for re- 
ference. It would therefore be simply a useless expense to re-pub- 
lish them by the State. Equally unnecessary it seems to me is it to 
re-publish any class of our State laws to so late a period as the year 
1843, as authorized by the present bill. When the comparatively rare 


occasions happen of referring to laws passed prior to 1843, there is 


no great difficulty it is believed of finding them as far back as 1830, 
or even to 1824. What is really needed, is a re-publication of our 
Statuteglaws of general concernment, in a series of uniform vol- 
umes, on the pian adopted in other States, commencing with those 
now out of print for the first volume, and continuing the series from 
time to time as the still later ones become scarce. { would recom- 
mend the admirable plan adopted in Ohio, which was compiled and 
ably edited by 8. P. Chace, Esq. I have assertained on conference 
with a practical printer, and by personal examination, that the 
whole of our territorial laws from the very earliest period, could be 
comprised in a single volume of the size and type of the first vol. 
of the Ohio compilation above referred to, and containing from 660 
to 700 pages. [ would recommend the publication of such a vol- 
ume, ending where our State organization commences. 

We should then be ready to publish other volumes as occasion 
might hereafter require, and on the same plan. Such a publication 
would stand recommended by its fulness, its accuracy, and its per- 
manency. That recommended by the present bill, on the contrary, 
would only be occasionally reliable in legal investigation, and would 
not dispense with the necessity sooner or later of one on the plan 
above indicated.

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To the Senate of the General Assembly of the State of Indiana: 


GentLemen— The accompanying bill, entitled “An act to amend 
the general provisions respecting wills and testaments,” was pass- 
ed at the last session of the General Assembly, but was not present- 
ed tome until within less than five days of its final adjournment. 
I now return the bill, as provided by the constitution, to the Senate 
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in which it originated, with the objections to my approval of the 
same. 

The first section provides that when proceedings may be insti- 
tuted in the Probate or Circuit Courts to establish a lost, destroyed, or 
suppressed will or codicil, either by bill in Chancery or otherwise, 
the party endeavoring to prove or establish such a lost, destroyed, 
or suppressed will or codicil, shall have the affirmative of the issue, 
“and shall be entitled to the opening and closing of all the argu- 
ments respecting the investigation of all questions respecting the 
same.” Itis understood that by the law as it now exists, and by 
the general practice of the Courts, where a party institutes proceed- 
ings to establish any facts of an affirmative character, he is entitled 
to open and close the arguments upon the issues presented by his 
assertion of such facts. The provisions of this section might, how- 
ever, be construed to mean something more than this, and to give 
the party complainant the right to open and close the discussion of 
collateral questions, such as often arise during the progress of the 
suit, and where he otherwise would not be entitled to such right.— 
The second section provides that in all cases where a bill in Chan- 
cery may be brought or may be pending, to establish or prove a lost, 
suppressed, or destroyed will or codicil, all persons who might be 
the heirs at law, in case the deceased had died intestate, shall be 
made parties defendant, and shall either admit or deny, under oath, 
every fact charged in such bill, and every fact not specifically de- 
nied shall be taken as confessed against the party not denying the 
same, and may be read in evidence on the trial as though the same 
had been confessed. , 

With reference to this section, I may observe that in chancery 
proceedings, as the law now is, all persons interested must be made 
defendants, and they are required to answer, if capable of answering, 
every material fact charged, that is within their knowledge. If they do 
not so answer, such facts are taken as confessed, but if the facts 
charged are not within the knowledge of the defendants, or if such 
defendants are infants, idiots, or other persons who cannot person- 
ally answer by reason of their disability, the facts alleged by the 
complainant must be proved. ‘The above section as it now stands, 
seems to make none of these exceptions, but requires the defendants 
in all cases, without regard to their disability, or want of knowledge 
of the matter charged, to admit or deny specifically, every thing 
which the complainant may think proper to charge in defence of 
which the matters so charged are to be taken as confessed by the 
defendant. If this view be correct, [need but point out the changes 
which thus appears to be made in the law now in force, by this 
section of the bill, to show that it might be the occasion of much 
injustice. itis probable that in the hurry of legislative proceedings, 

the above sections of the bill were not intended to bear the con- 
struction | have put upon them. If they were not, the bill may be 
easily so amended as to obviate the objections I have suggested, 
and in the meantime no serious inconvenience can have been expe- 
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rienced from the delay thus occasioned in the passage of the bill, 
as its provisions do not otherwise vary much from those of the law 
now in force.

Mr. Montgomery submitted the following report from a select 
committee : 


Mr. Presipent : 


The select committee to whom was referred “so much of the re- 
port of the Trustees of the Wabash and Erie Canal, and the accom- 
panying documents, as relates to the construction of the side-cuts 
at Independence and Williamsport, and the supplying of water for 
said canal between Lafayette and Coal Creek,” have had that sub- 
ject under consideration, and have directed me to make the follow- 
ing report : 

Although your committee feel that the subject referred to them 
does not permit them to examine the nature of the whole subject/ot 
the trust mutually entered into between the State of Indiana and 
her bondholders, yet they feel they may, without the imputation of 
irrelevancy, refer to some important facts connected with that sub- 
ject, previous to the acceptance of the law, (familiarly known as 
the Butler act,) by our bondholders. 

Your committee would call the attention of the Senate, and the 
people of the State to the fact, that at the commencement of the 
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session of ’46, °47, Mr. Charles Butler of the city of New York, 
representing himself to be the agent of a large portion of our bond- 
holders, laid before the General Assembly of the State of Indiana, 
a plan by which the State would be able, according to his represent- 
ation, to meet her liabilities on her public debt, and wipe from her 
once fair name a stain, which had for a while bedimmed it, based 
on a liberal grant of land obtained from the General Government 
by the enterprise of some of our most worthy citizens. 

In view of the circumstanees as represented by Mr. Butler, a bill 
was prepared under his immediate supervision, and passed both 
branches of the Legislature, in a form then understood to be highly 
gratifying to himself, and such as would meet the entire approba- 
tion and acceptance of our bondholders ; the provision authorizing 
and requiring the construction of the side-cuts above alluded to, 
having been incorporated in the bill by mutual consent and agree- 
ment with all interested. The law as it passed the Legislature was, 
as has been learned from a reliable source, submitted to our bond- 
holders for their approval and acceptance. Toa part of the pro- 
visions of this law, our bondholders objected. The works above 
alluded to did not however, constitute any part of its objectionable 
features ; as will be seen by a reference to the seventeenth section 
of the supplemental act, prepared as is understood, by the attorney 
of the foreign bondholders of the State, and also under the super- 
vision and recommendation of Mr. Butler, their reputed agent, then 
present in England, and now one of the trustees of the trust on the 
part of the bond holders. By reference to this act it will be seen 
that they fully recognize the obligation to construct the side-cuts ‘par- 
ticularly mentioned, in the former act. After the passage of this 
supplemental act, during the last session, the law was again sub- 
mitted to the bondholders, and in view of all the obligations, and li- 
abilities incurred by its acceptance by them, the arrangement was 
finally consummated, and a solemn contract entered into between 
the State of Indiana, and her bondholders, each agreeing to perform 
certain acts specified in the law above alluded to, and from the ful- 
filment of which neither party can deviate without a violation of the 
obligations ; and by such violation releasing the other contracting 
party from any further liability to discharge their part of the contract. 

Your committee would call the attention of the Senate and the 
people of Indiana to the fact, that the State has, thus far, scrupu- 
lously performed her part of the contract, in a manner it is believed 
satisfactory to all interested. 

In view of these facts, it is with feelings of surprise and regret 
that your committee have seen, they think, a disposition manifested 
in the report of the trustees of the Wabash and Erie canal, and the 
report of the chief engineer, whom it will be recollected receives 
his appointment from the board, to evade certain provisions of the 
law, and to array one sectional or local interest against another, 
with the view, it is believed, of escaping from certain obligations 
and duties imposed on them by the law. 
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Your committee feel that the allusion to the side cuts at Inde- 
pendence and Williamsport, the construction of which the law im- 
poses on them within eighteen months after the acceptance of the 
law by the bondholders, in connection with the supplying of water 
on that part of the canal between Lafayette and Coal creek, the 
closing remarks of the Chief Engineer and a reference to the amount 
it will require to complete the main line of the canal, and the itali- 
cising of certain words, are not merely coincidents, but an insidious 
attempt, on the part of the trustees, to array other interests against 
them, in order that they may be indulged in an unjustifiable delay 
until a propitious time may present to seek a release from the con- 
struction of them. 

Your committee feel that they need not travel beyond the Report 
of the Chief Engineer, accompanying the Report of the Trustees, 
for sufficient evidence to refute any argument advanced by them on 
this subject. In this report Mr. Williams says: “The greater part 
of the large deficiency on the lower part of the line must be passed 
through the Lafayette level from the Wabash feeder at.Delphi ; for- 
tunately there is, in this stream, an abundant supply.” * * * “The 
Lafayette level is near 22 miles long, extending from the lock at 
Delphi to the one at the crossing of Wea. ‘This level was con- 
structed no larger than the established size of 40 feet surface, and, 
not anticipating so great a demand below, no unusual descent was 
given it. An inclination in the surface adequate to the passage of 
the greater quantity of water now required, can only be given by 
raising the canal surface, at the upper end, to five and one-half feet, 
or, perhaps, to six feet above bottom. ‘This involves the necessity 
of raising the Deer creek dam, the pool of which forms a part of 
this long level. It will require fifteen or eighteen inches to be ad- 
ded permanently to the height of this dain. 

The feeder from the Wabash is introduced on a level five feet 
above the level of the Deer creek pool. Yet, in order to pass this 
additional quantity of water through the canal and over the tumble 
of the Delphi lock, it is deemed necessary also to raise the Wabash 
dam 12 or 15 inches. 

The canal near the lower end of this level, between Lafayette 
and the Wea lock, by the washing in of the sand and gravel from 
the bluff, has been so obstructed in its cross section that the required 
quantity of water cannot be passed through it. The experience of 
the past summer has fully demonstrated the inadequate width of 
this section. Asa part of the plan proposed therefor, for supply- 
ing the line to Coal creek, the canal along the Wea bluff, and at 
other points adjoining, to the full width established by law, of 40 
feet at the surface. ; . 

The passage of the enlarged quantity of water through the long 
level from the Wea lock to Attica will require that the surface at 
the upper end of this level be maintained at five feet above the 
bottom of the canal. ‘To carry out this part of the plan, the Wea 
feeder dam must likewise be raised 10 or 12 inches.”

Your committee are not a little surprised that the board of trus- 


tees should, in full view of all these facts, and with the report of 


the Chief Engineer before them, offer, as a pretence, a fear of a 
sufficient supply of water on this portion of the canal, as a justifi- 
cation of any delinquency that has or may occur, on their part, in 
reference to these works. When, according to the report of this 
officer, all that is required to give a sufficient supply of water to 
this division of the canal, is, to widen it at the “Wea bluff and at 
other poinsts adjoining, to the full width established by law,” and to 
raise three dams from 10 to 18 inches each! 

Your committee fully concur in the opinion advanced by the 
Chief Engineer, that there is an ample quantity of water in the 
Wabash river to supply this division of the canal; and, as the con- 
tract was entered into in full view of the condition of the canal; 
your committee are clearly of the opinion that the above change 
should be made, and that there is to be found no good reason, in 
connection with the supplying of water for this portion of the 
canal, why the law should not be strictly adhered to in spirit and 
in letter. 

They have, therefore, directed me to report the following pream- 
ble and joint resolution:

Sir: [have the honor of informing your Excellency that among 
the collections I brought out with me from France, there were a 
good number of valuable works destined for your State, which | 
have been requested to present to the General Assembly in the 
name of the two Legislative Chambers, of the Secretaries of the 
Departments of Justice, Marine, Interior, Commerce, Public In- 
struction, and Public Works of France, as well as in behalf of the 
Common Council of the city of Paris, the Academy of Moral and 
Political Sciences, in return for collections of the legislative docu- 
ments published by order of both Houses, and transmitted to me 
in accordance with a resolve passed by the General Assembly Jan- 
uary the 15th, 1844. 

The three large cases containing these presents will be forwarded 
to you on Monday next, December 27th. Among the number, you 
will find some of these works particularly worthy your attention ‘such 
as the large quarto edition of the Classics, the great Scientific Ex- 
ploring Expedition in Persia, ordered by the French Government, 
in 1843-1844, the Monumental Statistics of Paris, showing the 
most splendid religious and civil edifices erected in this metropolis 
from the time of the Romans to the 18th century, besides a collec- 
tion of the best works relative to sciences, arts, agriculture, ine- 
chanics, commerce, &c. bs 

On this my second visit to America, 1 have so far been enabled 
to visit only the States of Maine, Vermont and New York: my 
purpose, however, is to visit the State of Indiana. But I find it 
impossible to fix the time of my arrival, not knowing how long I 
may be detained at Washington, where my mission at present calls 
me. My greatest desire would be to be present during the session 
of the Legislature of your State, to offer them, in person, these 
tokens of our brotherly feelings, and to lay before them my views 
on the subject, and ask of them their co-operation. But inasmuch 
as this will probably be impossible, I take the liberty of forwarding 
with this communication, printed copies of documents published by 
order of the States of Maine and New York respectively, (those of 
Vermont not having yet been transmitted to me. i 

By reference to these your Excellency will have the subject fully 
before you; and it is my desire that whatever shall therein be 
found applicable to the State of Indiana shall be considered as di- 
rectly presented to the Legislature by me in person; and I there- 
fore pray your Excellency to submit the same to the Legislature, at 
the same time expressing my ardent hope that the Legislawure will 
consider the subject worthy their early attention, and that such 
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measures may be taken by them as may result in the appointment, 
by them, of the Executive, or some committee, or other agent or 
agents, who, in case of my arrival during the recess of the Legis- 
lature, may be authorized to take such measures in reference to 
this subject as may enable me to make arrangements similar to 
those I have made with other States, in order to secure your State 
the benefits promised by the system of exchanges. Should such 
arrangements be made, | should be most happy to receive copies 
of duplicates of any works scientific, literary, judicial, objects of 
natural history, or others, under the control of the State, which | 
may present to France or the several European authorities or insti- 
tutions ; and to adopt such other measures as shall enable the State 
of Indiana to join the noble brotherhood of those who desire the 
diffusion of useful knowledge, the improvement of the human race, 
and the encouragement of friendly relations between the civilized 
nations of the two hemispheres, which it is the great object of the 
system of exchanges to advance and secure.

Mr. Ellis, from the joint committee on the State Library, submit- 
ted the following report: 


Mr. PRESIDENT : 


The joint committee on the Library, to which were referred a 
special message from the Governor, a communication from M. Vat- 
temare, and several printed documents in relation to the system of 
International Exchanges, have given these matters careful conside- 
ration, and now present the following report: 

It is a matter of just felicitation, that Indiana was one of the first 
of the United States, which adopted the comprehensive system of 
Exchanges, devised by M. Vattemare. By a joint resolution ap- 
proved January 15, 1844, the Secretary of State was authorized to 
forward several copies of all public and private laws, legislative 
documents, &c., for distribution, to the government of France, and 
several public institutions in the city of Paris. These works, to the 
number of several hundred volumes, were neatly bound in a uniform 
manner, transmitted to Paris at the expense of the State, and con- 
fided to the immediate personal care of M. Vattemare. For this 
evidence of our good will, and hearty appreciation of his system of 
national fraternization, he was pleased to express his grateful 
thanks, and the courteous acknowledgements of the several reci- 
pients of the donations. In return for these gifts, M. Vattemare 
has informed the Governor, that three large cases of books now 
await his order, at the general agency in New York, which have 
been sent by the Legislative Chambers of France, the Secretary of 
the Departments of Justice, Marine, Interior, Commerce, Public In- 
struction, and Public Works, the Common Council of the city of 
Paris, and the Academy of Moral and Political Sciences. 

It is proper to mention that this system of Exchanges has been 
happily extended in another direction. In compliance with the re- 
quest of the directors of the British Museum, which is a national 
establishment under the control of the government of Great Britain, 
the Legislature authorized exchanges of the same character as 
those above named by a joint resolution approved January 27, 
1847. The Secretary of State forwarded these books, but sufficient 
time has not elapsed for their reciprocation. There is no doubt 
that the courtesy thus extended, will be met in a liberal spirit ; and 
that the State Library will soon be enriched by contributions from 
the rich stores which have cumulated for a long term of years in 
an institution founded by unexampled private liberality, and since 
fostered by the ample energies and paternal care of an able gov- 
ernment. 

The leading idea in the scheme so happily evolved by M. Vatte- 
mare, is that of a universal brotherhood of civilized nations, in the 
mutual exchange of all their peculiar, mental, and physical pro- 
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ducts. It is not confined to books, but reaches every object, how- 
ever minute and varied, of civil, ecclesiastical, and natural history. 
The comprehension of this system is characteristic of the present 
century, and is worthy of the head and heart of a philanthropist 
who claims Lafayette as his fellow-countryman, and unites Amer- 
ica in his warmest aspirations for his father-land.. It is with natural 
anxiety that M. Vattemare contempiates the possibility that his 
system may not be permanent, unless the requisite legislation is 
had during his life-time. He is now in this country with the ex- 
press object of inducing the several State governments to make 
suitable provision for the continuance of the exchanges heretofore 


authorized by them, and the appointment of suitable agents to en- 


force their wishes. At home the State Librarian is the proper per- 
son to be in charge of the business, while abroad it would be sound 
policy to place the agency in the hands of one thoroughly conver- 
sant With its duties, and no less impressed with the intrinsic impor- 
tance of its objects. At the present time, the committee can think 
of no one so suitable to act in the foreign agency as M. Vattemare, 
who alone seems to possess every requisite quality to render his 
system of permanent advantage to the State, and to place its con- 
tinuity beyond a reasonable doubt. Lulogy need not be pronounced 
on the man who has sacrificed his time, talents, and fortune, in pro- 
moting objects which must result in bringing nations into close 
brotherhood, and individuals to a fraternal interchange of every 
office which ennobles humanity. Such labor, when pursued for a 
series of years in unobtrusiveness earnestness, demands the meed 
of public and private acknowledgement when it becomes known, 
and is not the less entitled to munificent remuneration. In the 
present instance, M. Vattemare, though justly esteemed a public 
benefactor, does not come before the General Assembly as an ap- 
plicant for its pecuniary favors. He simply asks that, now his ob- 
jects have been accomplished so far as to relieve him from the 
imputation of being a visionary enthusiast, the necessary expenses 
attending their accomplishment in future shall be defrayed by those 
who have received the fruits of his genius and unwearied perse- 
verance. The committee believe that the General Assembly will 
appreciate the importance of placing the system of International 
Exchanges, on a permanent basis—the only remaining act of ne- 
cessary legislation—and they unite most cordially with His Excel- 
lency, the Governor, in the hope that all requisite measures will 
be adopted at the present session, to fully meet the suggestions 
which have been offered by M. Vattemare.

There was no evidence before the committee proving that said 
trustees, or any person by or on their behalf, had bought or sold 
any canal land scrip, or had in any manner been dealing in the 
same eau or the provisions of said act.

The committee are satisfied, however, from said testimony, that 
Mr. John W. Wright, the clerk in the land office at Logansport, ap- 
pointed by said trustees, has frequently since he held such office, 
bought canal land scrip at its market value, which, during all that 
time, was below its par value. That such scrip was oftentimes 
bought by Mr. Wright on behalf and as the agent of persons who 
were indebted to said office, and was by him, as their agent, paid 
over towards such indebtedness ; that Mr. Wright received a por- 
tion of the discount or profit of such scrip. 

The committee also learned that Mr. Wright, on several occasions 
while acting as such clerk, received par funds in payment of dues 
at said office, and allowed to the person thus paying the difference 
between the par funds and the market value of the scrip; as for 
instance—when the market value of scrip was seventy cents on 
the dollar, he received seventy cents in par funds, and gave to the 


person thus paying, a credit on the books of the office for one 


dollar. This deficit in the funds of the office, could of course only 
be supplied by the clerk, subsequently purchasing scrip and placing 
the same among the funds of said office. 

The clerk here not only used the funds of the office, but also the 
credit of the office, to engage in a species of brokerage for his indi- 
vidual benefit. - 

This conduct on the part of the clerk, upon being made known to 
the board of trustees, was by them disapproved, and they adopted 
a resolution prohibiting said clerk from further dealing in said scrip, 
either directly or indirectly. Since the adoption of said resolution, 
there has been but one instance of its violation, and the committee 
trust it may be hereafter strictly observed. 

There is a manifest impropriety in any person connected with 
said land office, engaging directly or indirectly in this system of 
speculation, but inasmuch as the trustees have taken measures to 
remedy the evil, the committee is of the opinion that further action 
on their part is unnecessary, and therefore ask to be discharged from 
the further consideration of the subject.

nesses, Messrs. John W. Wright, Cyrus Taber, F. P. Randall, and 
Alphonzo A. Cole, who, after being sworn, were respectively exam- 
ined, and their testimony received by said committee, touching the 
inquiry submitted by the Senate. 

As the testimony of Mr. Wright covers all the facts that were 
elicited by the several witnessses, the committee deem it unnessary 
to report to the Senate the testimony of Messrs. Taber, Randall, 
and Cole. ‘ 

Mr. Wright testified in substance, that he was clerk of the land 
office at Logansport, and had been such clerk since the establish- 
ment of said office at Logansport, in the month of July, 1847. That 
he received his appointment from the trustees of the Wabash and 
Erie canal, and acted under their authority and instructions. That 
shortly after entering upon the discharge of the duties of said office, 
he adopted the following rule in reference to receiving canal land 
script (commonly called “ white dog”) in payment for dues at said 
office, viz:—That in receiving said scrip for the principal of debts due 
said office, he allowed the full amount of interest due on the scrip to the 
time such payment was made, but when such scrip was received in pay- 
ment of any interest due at such office, and payment was made after such 
interest became due, he only allowed interest on said scrip to the time when 
the interest became due and payable to said office. 

That immediately upon the adoption of said rule, he inform- 
ed Messrs. Blake and Palmer, two of the trustees of said canal, 
of the same, and asked their opinion of its propriety. That 
Messrs. Blake and Palmer in reply, informed him that they ap- 
proved of said rule, and instructed him to receive payment accord- 
ing to its provisions. That since the adoption of said rule to this 
time, all the scrip received at said office, has been subjected to the 
operation of said rule.. That the amount of scrip received up to 
the time of his settlement with said trustees, Dec. Ist, 1847, 
amounted to about $50,000, and the amount since received is about 
$4,000. Mr. Wright was unable to state what amount of interest 
on such scrip (white dog) had been lost by the persons paying the 
same at such office in consequence of said rule. That he did, as 
such clerk, exact the penalty of 10 per cent. on all forfeited lands 
as provided by law, with a few exceptions, except that such penalty 
(which was due on the first day of October) was not exacted when 
the interest was paid, at any time during the month of October. 
That he paid to said trustees at his settlement, all the scrip he re- 
received prior to that time, at the same rates it was received by him 
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under that rule, and was so by them reported to the State, as ap- 
pears by their report. 

The other witnesses examined by the committee, testified that 
they had each paid debts due at said land office, since the establish- 
ment of the rule referred to in Mr. Wrights testimony, and each lost 
a portion of the interest on the scrip thus paid in, but as the evi- 
dence of Mr. Wright fully establishes all the factw elicited by their 
exaiinatton, the committee did not deem it essential to report their 
testimony to the Senate. 

Your committee further report, that Mr. Wright laid before them 
a record of canal scrip which he had deposited in the branch at 
Lafayette, of the State Bank of Indiana, the amount of which at 
the time of such deposite was $36,116, upon analyzing this record, it 
appears that the sum of $1,230 of said scrip was received at said 
land office, on which ne interest at all was allowed, and that on 
the further sum of $2,060 of said scrip, only part of the interest due 
thereon was allowed. 

These are the material facts that have been elicited by the com- 
mittee, and in their opinion, are sufficient to advise the Senate fully 
in the premises, without resorting to other testimony that might be 
procured in corroboration. 

That species of canal land scrip referred to in the resolution of 
the Senate, was issued at various periods under the authority of the 
State ; was paid to contractors and others on the Wabash and Erie 
canal, and upon its face bears interest at the rate of six per centum 
per annum, and is receivable principal and interest, for all dues on 
account of lands sold for the construction of the Wabash and Erie 
canal, east of Tippecanoe river. This scrip after its issue was 
confined chiefly to that section of the State where those lands are 
situate, and formed to some extent a circulating medium. It found 
its way to the possession of that meritorious class of our citizens, 
who have become the owners and actual settlers of those lands, 
who sought it for the pnrpose of using it in the payment of their 
debts to,the State for the lands thus purchased. : 

Prior to the passage of the law referred to in the resolution of the 
Senate, and the adoption of the rule by the trustees of said canal, 
the State of Indiana, in pursuance of her agreement, contained on 
the face of each number of said scrip, always received the full 
amount of the principal and interest due thereon at the time any 
such payment was made. This eourse, so compatible with public 
faith, was pursued by the State during the entire period; from the 
issuing of said scrip to the time of the transfer of said canal, under 
the provisions of the act above specified. 

_ When the State of Indiana determined upon the policy embraced 
in the law referred to in the resolution of the Senate, and transfer- 
red to Trustees her canal, its lands and its revenues, she inserted a 
provision restraining such trustees in the exercise of their duty, to 
canform to this settled construction; and as if desirous of enforcing 
its observance strictly, provided that an infringement of the law in 
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this respect, should work a forfeiture of the office of such delinquent 
trustees, and render them forever thereafter incapable of holding 
such office. 

The restraining provision of the law referred to, is to be found in 
the general laws of 1847, on pages 16 and 17, and reads as fol- 
lows, Viz : ie 

“That said Trustees, and each and every one of them, or any 
other person or persons by or on behalf of the subscribers to or hold- 
ers of any stock set over on said canal, shall be, and they are here- 
by expressly prohibited, from buying or selling any canalland scrip, 
or from receiving the same in payment forany land, or on any ac- 
count at any sumless than the face of such scrip and interest there- 
on; And provided further, that no Trustee named in this act, shall 
either directly or indirectly be engaged or interested in any trans- 
portation or boat company on said canal: and upon violating any 
of the above provisions it shall work a forfeiture of his office and 
render him forever incapable of holding the office of Trustee.” 

This language is clear and explicit, and admits of but one con- 
struction. The Legislature intended to protect the rights of her 
citizens who were the holders of this scrip, as well as the faith of 
the State, and to remove from the Trustees and those who acted 
under their authority, all temptation to speculate upon those whose 
rights were transferred to their care and guardianship. 

That the spirit and letter of this law has, by the adoption of the 
rule referred to in the testimony of Mr. Wright, been violated, is a 
proposition that cannot, under the facts here presented, be doubted. 
But while we are constrained, by a high sense of duty, to this con- 
clusion, the committee hesitate not in saying, that inasmuch as 
Messrs. Blake and Palmer, two of said Trustees, sanctioned the 
adoption of said rule by Mr. Wright, and instructed him to enforce 
thesame in his collections, his conduct subsequent to its sanction by 
the Trustees is free from censure. He was the agent of the Trus- 
tees in this respect, carrying out their wishes and instructions. 

The committee will not attempt to show the evil consequences 
that may result from the adoption of this rule ; butit is evident that 
while it withholds from the person paying this scrip to the proper 
officer, the rights he has acquired by the action of the State, it may 
on the other hand be the source of peculation and profit on the part 
of the officers through whose hands this scrip passes before it reach- 
es the State Treasury, without any means of detection. Your 
committee do not wish to be understood as intimating that such has 
been the case, but that such a course of construction and action 
may lead to it, is very apparent. 

Inasmuch as the Legislature has, during the present session, pass- 
ed a law, punishing by indictment any infraction of the law in ques- 
tion, and trusting that the decided expression of disapprobation al- 
ready given by the State, through her constituted authorities, of the 
course adopted by the Trustees in this respect, will deter any future 
violations. Your es content themselves by offering to the 
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Senate for its adoption the following resolutions, and ask to be dis- 
charged from the further consideration of the subject. 


Resolved, That the Trustees of the Wabash and Erie Canal, in 
their refusal to allow full interest on the canal scrip up to the time 
the same was paid in on account of interest on the purchase money 
due on canal lands, in the opinion of this Senate, have not complied 
with the express terms of the eontract, as indicated upon the face 
of said scrip, entered into by the State, and violated the letter and 
spirit of the act under which the said Trustees were appointed. 


Resolved further, That in the opinion of this Senate, the provi- 
sions of said act and aregard for the faith of the State, require that 
interest be hereafter allowed on all canal land scrip, to the time of 
paying the same at the proper land office ; and that justice and good 
faith demand that in all cases where interest has been disallowed 
by said Trustees, that the same should be promptly paid over to the 
persons entitled thereto. 


Which report was concurred in by the Senate, and the resolution 
adopted, the committee discharged. 
Mr. Osborn entered the following dissent : 


Mr. Osborn dissents from so much of the above report as exempts 
Mr. Wright from all blame in refusing to allow interest after being 
so directed to do by Messrs. Blake and Palmer, because they only 
acquiesced in the suggestions made by him, and the rule was adopt- 
ed by him. And there is no evidence to my knowledge, that said 


Trustees did approve of the rule in their official capacity. 
A. L. OSBORN. 


Mr. Hardin, chairman of the committee on the affairs of the town 
of Indianapolis, submitted the following report : 


Mr. Presipent: 


The committee on the affairs of the town of Indianapolis, to which 
was referred bill of the House No. 135, in reference to vacating 
certain streets and alleys therein named, have had the same under 
consideration, and have directed me to report the same to the Se- 
eate, and recommend that it be laid on the table. 


Which report was concurred in by the Senate; and, 

The bill laid on the table. 

Mr. Millikin, chairman of the committee on corporations, submit- 
ted the following report: 


Mr. Presivent : 
The committee on corporations, to whem was referred bill of the 
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House No. 128, granting the citizens of Aurora, in Dearborn coun- 
ty, a town charter, and also a petition and two remonstrances on 
the same subject, have had the same under consideration, and di- 
rected me to report the bill back to the Senate, aud recommend its 
passage. 


Which bill was read, the rules suspended, the bill read a third 
time and passed. 


Ordered, 'That the Secretary inform the House thereof. 


Mr. Cornett, chairman of the committee on benevolent institu- 
tions, submitted the following report : 


Mr. Present : 


The committee on benevolent institutions of the State, to whom 
was referred bill No. 344, of the House, entitled, “a bill for the more 
speedy completion of a portion of the Indiana Hospital for the In- 
sane,” have had the same under consideration, and directed me to 
report it back to the Senate without amendment, and recommend 
its passage. 


Mr. Morrison offered the following amendment : 

Amend by striking out from seetion second, all that follows after 
the word “treasury,” in the sixth line of the same! 

2d. Strike out the word “said” in the third line of the third sec- 
tion. 


On motion by Mr. Cornett, 
The amendment was laid on the table. 
The rules were suspended, the bill read a third time, and passed. 


Ordered, That the secretary inform the House thereof. 


The following message was received from his Excellency the 
Governor : 


To the Senate of Indiana: 


GenTLeMEN :—I herewith return bill No. 120, entitled,* “an act 
for the relief of Patrick McGinley” which originated in your body, 
with the reasons which have convinced me that it ought not to be- 
come a law of the land, and which have constrained me therefore 
to withhold from it my signature of approval. 

My time has been so much occupied with an examination of a 
multitude of bills, caused by the near approach of your final ad- 
journment, and with my other public duties, that my notice of the 
bill must necessarily be quite brief. 

The bill provides that the claim of Patrick McGinley against the 
State, for materials furnished for, and work done on the Silver Creek 
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bridge, in Floyd and Clark counties, shall be referred to three ree" 
trators, appointed by the Governor, two of whom shall be men 0 
legal knowledge—that the award or decisios. of them, or of a majors 
ity of them, made, shall be in writing, and filed in the clerk’s office 
of the Floyd circuit court ; that the same shall be final unless ap- 
pealed from within thirty days to the supreme court, and that on 
presenting the final award to the Auditor of State, he shall issue 
his warrant for the amount which may be allowed to! McGinley, on 
the Treasurer, who shall pay the same “out of any moneys not 
otherwise appropriated.” On reference to a decision of the Floyd 
circuit court, rendered on this claim in 1839, 1t appears that by the 
terms of the present bill, the arbitrators would have it in their pow- 
er to award to McGinley, twenty thousand dollars against the State. 
Before authority is parted with for that purpose, it should satisfac- 
torily appear that the claim is presumptively a good one. Every such 
investigation is attended with expense, and the State should not 
authorize it unless there is a plausible ground of complaint. It is 
impracticable for the Legislature or the Executive to know whether 
the claim is well or ill founded, and the argument, for thus in effect 
asking the State to permit a suit to be brought against herself, no 
doubt is, to remove that uncertainty, by a formal aud legal investi- 
pe teat investigation has already been afforded, and afforded 
too some eight years ago. Experience has already abundantly 
shown that too frequently when a State authorizes a suit to be 
brought against herself, she is the loser,. In such controversies the 
State is weak and the individual is strong. 

If the State as a litigant gains a suit, itis much stronger evidence 
that justice required it, than it would be in the case of an individu- 
al. I have not time to enumerate all the reasons for this, but they are 
known to every member of the bar, of standing and experience. 

This claim is ten years old. It is founded on transactions which 
happened as long ago as 1887. It grew out of the disastrous inter- 
nal improvement system, so unfortunately authorized by the State 
in 1835, 36. The claimant contracted to build the bridge over 
Silver Creek, already referred to, in March 1837.| 

After proceeding with his work till towards the close of the year, 
and after having been paid thereon, the sum of $21,814 20, his con- 
tract was finally declared abandoned by the engineer, as by the 
terms of the contract itself, the engineer was authorized to do. The 
complaint is, that the claimant is yet entitled to damages for mate- 
rials furnished for, and work done on the bridge. The defence is 
that he has been paid more already, than he was entitled to receive 

ording to his contract. 
The alitter was first referred by the claimant, for redress, to the 
board of internal improvement. 

The facts were then fresh in the memory of all concerned, and 
the witnesses had not died or removed to distant parts, and yet 

even then the board decided against to the claim. 
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Upon the application of theclaimant afterwards to the Legislature 
a joint resolution was passed as early as at the session of 1838—9 
allowing him to bring suit against the State by bill in chancery, 
in theFloyd circuit court, for the full amount of his claim. 

This was passed under a strong and earnest protest against it, on 
the part of no less than 44 members of the House of Representa- 
tives. [House Jousnal of 1888—9, page 452.] 

Having made this reference it is unnecessary to repeat in this 
place, objections which were then urged, and many of which I 
think eminently worthy of consideration, but I desire to say that if 
they were then pertinent, they are yet in full force, with the addi- 
tional ones, on which | will now proceed to remark. 

The suit was brought, and on the 6th day of May 1840, a decree 
was rendered by that court against the State for $13,500 and costs. 
From this decree, an appeal was taken to the supreme court, where 
it was finally reversed and set aside, “for the want of equity.” 

Since the bill under consideration was presented to me, I have, 
from a strong desire to do justice, looked through the voluminous 
record, which was before the supreme court, examining all the evi- 
dence, verbal and documentary, as well as an elaborate brief on 
each side of the canse, also on file, the productions of able counsel, 
and I feel bound to say, that in my judgment,’ the evidence, as to 
numbers, and professional skill and experience, and as to its specific 
and pointed bearing, is in accordance with the decision of the su- 
preme court. and in favor of the State. 4 

But itis not perhaps necessary to decide on the merits of the 
controversy, and injustice it is admitted, may have been done to the 
claimant, for every human tribunal is fallible, still for every practi- 
cal purpose the presumption must be, that the final judgment or de- 
cree of a court 1s right, and that it settles the controversy. It is the 

interest of the community that litigation shall sometime cease. If the 
present bill should become a law, another investigation be ordered, 
and another decision be had against McGinley, what will prevent 
him from again applying to the Legislature for the privilege to sue the 
State a third time ? What reason could then be urged against it, 
which cannot now be urged? Would any thing satisfy this impor- 
tunity, this wearying of the State, but final success ? What encour- 
agement would be held out to a large class of similar claims? Af- 
ter the claimant has once had the privilege of sueing the State with 
all the advantages it confers, and has failed to establish his claim 
in the judgment of the highest judicial tribunal, it dees seem to me 
that this, lately bankrupt State, weak as she must be admitted to be 
in such controversies, should enjoy at least the privilege of other 
litigant parties, and be suffered to finally repose. This view is so 
manifestly just, that by way of obviating it, it has been said that 
one, perhaps two, of the judges of the court which reversed the de- 


cree, have expressed the opinion that the claimant had suffered in- 
justice m their decision. 
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But aside from its great improbability, I would not, and especially 
in a communication like the present, even allude to such a rumor, 
except for the purpose of declaring my entire disbelief of it. At the 
same time I desire to exculpate the gentlemen who have communi- 
cated the rumor to me, from the slightest intentional misrepresen- 
tation, of which, I am satisfied that they are incapable. I am too 
well aware how natural is the transition from misapprehension, to 
exaggeration and injustice. 

The whole record, the whole evidence, the whole argument was 
before that court, and it would, in my judgment be as unjust to its 
members, as it would be against the soundest policy, to suppose 
that they did not give the cause its merited examination and full 
consideration. 

Another strong objection to my mind against the claim is, that it 
is stale. It is no argument against this objection that the claimant 
is poor. Whatever obstacle poverty may be to prosecuting a claim 
in court, it is none whatever to an application to the legislature. 
That body cannot justly be charged with “iliberality and es- 
pecially as to private claims. There has been every encourage- 
ment therefore, to apply to it for relief, and the only natural and 
safe supposition, under the circumstances, is, the conscious worth- 
lessness of the claim itself. 

Several other objections have occurred to my mind touching the 
limitations as to the mode of investigation, &c. &c., which I have 
not time to dwell upon. But] cannot omit saying that I think it a 
radical defect in the bill, independent of the above objections, that 
while it may take $20,000 from the Treasury, it makes no provision 
to supply its loss by increasing the tax list correspondingly. The 
large appropriations at the last session, made it necessary for the 
State agent to resort to his collections from the suspended debt, to 
meet the State’s interest due in July last, under the late arrange- 
ment of the public debt. The sound and safe rule, and one which 
I beg may never be violated in this State, is, never to incur a debt 
without making provision at the same time forits ultimate payment. 

It is painful to raise objections to bills for private relief. Our 
sympathies naturally flow towards the individual. The opposition 
of individuals is almost sure to follow a rejection, and there is noth- 
ing to stimulate in the performance of such a duty, but the abstract 
public welfare. An officer however, who can hesitate in such a 
ease is unwerthy of the confidence reposed in him, and is derelict 
in common gratitude to those who have honored him. 

I trust I shall never be found wanting to the claims of justice and 
patriotism, in any such emergency. 

As the claim is old, the facts not recent, and as the members have 
not had so full an opportunity of examining the former proceedings 
in the case as I have enjoyed, I hope no apology is necessary for

The following message was received from His Excellency, the 
Governor, by Mr. James M. Sleeth, his private secretary : 


To the Senate : 


GeEnTLEMEN : —I1 herewith return the bill which originated in the 
Senate, (No. 65,) entitled “an act to vacate a portion of an addition 
to the town of Lafayette,” with the objections tomy approval of the 
same. 

The bill vacates so much of the addition to that town, which was laid 
out by James Davis, as lies east of Marion street, and south of the 
Lafayette and Ft. Wayne State road. But it would seem that the 
same object can be obtained under a general law. By chapter 24, 
article 2, of the Revised Statutes of 1843, ample provision is made 
for the board of county commissioners (in the case of towns. not 
incorporated, or which have not a corporation in active operation,) 
to vacate any Jot, street, alley, common, or public square, or any part 
thereof. And where the town is incorporated, the same power to 
vacate is given to its corporate authorities. Sec. 14 makes pro- 
vision for vacating a town, and sec. 15 for an addition to a town, 

S42 , 
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under the same regulations. The general law also requires notice 
to be given, which is necessary to guard against possible injustice. 
The proprietor himself, or those who have purchased from him, may 
be opposed to the vacation, and yet, if it is done by the legisluture 
they may have no warning of the impending blow. 3 
But, for other reasons, of a public nature, special legislation should 
be avoided as far as possible, and it can be avoided in the present 
case. I beg torefer to my former annual messages for a more detailed 
statement of objections to legislation of that character. I will merely 
say, now, that the immense and increasing mass of private bills 
must, to a great extent, withdraw the attention of members from 
that care and consideration of those great measures of general and 
pervading interest which they so much require and deserve. Hence 
(and I feel impelled by a strong sense of duty to say it,) many of the 
bills passed give strong proof of haste and immaturity. And this 
would be of less consequence were it not that highly objectionable 
and even noxious provisions sometimes find their way into bills 
which, it is presumed, escape the notice of members, hurried as they 
are by private legislation. The evil appears to be on the increase. 
The only means left of checking it in the present instance, is to 
withhold my signature, and to leave with the legislature the re- 
sponsibility of passing the bill over my objections, if they think 

proper.

The following message was received from His Excellency, the 
Governor, by Mr. James M. Sleeth, his private secretary : 
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To the Senate : 


GentiemeN : The bill which originated in your body, entitled “an 
act for the relief of Jesse Beard and Elias L. Beard,” is herewith 
returned. My signature to it has been withheld for the following 
reasons : 

The preamble states that one Joseph Rener entered into a contract 
on the 7th of June, 1839, with the Board of Internal limprovements, 
for the construction of section five of the Wabash and Erie Canal— 
that Rener, with the assent of the acting commissioner of the ca- 
nal, transferred the contract to the Messrs. Beards—that by the 
contract, the State was bound to pay for the work in par funds, 
and that the Beards undertook it under that expectation— that un- 
der the general suspension, their work was stopped—that on the 
resumption of the work, they, by the advice of William J. Ball, en- 
gineer of the canal, prosecuted it under the expectation that the 
State would comply with the contract—and that the State having 
no par funds, the Beards received all their pay in canal scrip, Which 
had become depreciated. : 

The bill then requires that the Governor shall appoint a commis- 
sioner to try the claim, who shall appoint a day for the com- 
mencement of the trial in Lafayette —that he shall swear witnesses, 
and examine them touching the matters to be investigated —that 
the Governor shailfappoint a person to act as counsel for the State 
on the investigation, the amount of whose fee shall be fixed by the 
decision of the commissioner—that upon the commissioner awarding 
asum against the State, and in favor of the claimants, he shall 


certify to the Auditor of State, and the Treasurer shall pay it. An 


appeal is allowed to the circuit court, or to the newly organized 
court of common pleas, of Tippecanoe county. 

Stripped of all irrelevant matter, the complaint in brief is, that 
the contractors found the State unable, in consequence of her pros- 
trate credit, to pay them for their work in par funds, as required by 
their ecntract—that instead of abandoning it, and giving the State 
an opportunity of employing others, they went on and finished it, 
received the State’s promissory notes for the amount, and passed 
them away ; while the State has since either taken them up at par, 
or has made provision for doing so. 

And now the question is, shall the State, besides redeeming her 
paper at its face, and according to its terms, be required to pay to 
the contractors the loss they sustained by bargaining it away at 
less than par ? 

Is an individual debtor required by law to do so? And if not, 
ought the State, struggling as she is to pay her debts, to be held'to 
a stricter rule ? 

Surely not; for the receiving the scrip under protest —a protest 
made to a State officer, who could not change his course in conse- 
quence, but was compelled by law to pay it over, cannot alter the 
ease, Nor can the advice of Mr. Ball to the contractors, to pro- 
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ceed with their work— nor can his opinion given to them, that the 
State would pay them in par funds, (if such opinion was ever given,) 
make the State liable. ; 

Such an opinion, at that dark period of the State’s misfortunes, 
could not have been believed; and even if believed, Mr. Ball had 
no authority thus to bind the State. 

But decisive as I regard the above objection to be, the precedent 
to be established by the passage of this bill, makes a far greater 
one. The same reason would require the State to make up the 
difference to every other contractor who has received scrip for his 
claim. 

Efforts have been made to convince me that there is a distinction 
between the present claim, and others where a depreciated scrip 
has been received, but without effect. I can see no difference in 
principle ; and the slight difference in form, would be overcome 
with a far less stride hereafter, than that taken to pass the present 
pill. But ifthe amount of this depreciation is made up in the case 
of all the other contractors, what would be the result ? To answer 
this question, it is necessary to see the amount of scrip issued. 

The amount of $5 00 and $50 00 scrip paid out to contractors 
on our public works, when the system was broken down and the 
credit of the State gone, was $1,500,000. The scrip issued on the 
canal east of Lafayette, amounts to $421,761 28, and that issued 
on it west of that place, to $819,980—making in all $2,741,741 28. 


I am informed from a reliable source, that the first description of 


scrip was depreciated at the time of its issue, to from 53 to 65 cents 
on the dollar, and the second description to about 40 cents on the dol- 
lar. This makes a total of depreciation, of about thirteen hundred 
thousand dollals, which the State, (besides meeting the scrip at par,) 
would, by the principle of the present bill, be obliged to pay out of 
her exhausted treasury. 

But even this is not all. By the same principle, or an easy con- 
sequence from it, a heavy and still increasing amount of interest, 
would also have to be paid. 

The principle of the bill does not relieve the laborers on the pub- 
lie works, the farmers, and others who received this scrip from the 
contractors ; it only relieves those who received it from the State— 
the contractors themselves. 

The only way in which the laborer, and the rest of the community 
would be affected by it, (after suffering their own share of the de- 
preciation,) would be to be taxed to make up the loss sustained by 
the wealthier contractors—and that, too, when it is believed that 
in nearly all cases, the contractors paid off this very scrip to the 
real sufferers at par. Those who really suffered, (or at least who suf- 
fered the most,) would not be benefitted by the principle sanctioned 
by this bill, while the others who paid off their debts with the scrip, 
and at par, would reap all the advantage. 

But why is an investigation necessary? Not to settle the facts. 
The nature of the contract, the amount of scrip paid to these 
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claimants, the extent of its depreciation, &c., are well known. The 
important facts, whatever they are, are susceptible of office or record 
proof. Nothing remains to be decided, but the principle already referred 
to, viz: shall an allowance be made by the State to contractors for 
depreciated scrip? On this question, I have frankly expressed my 
opinion ; and if the Legislature should dissent from it, it is far bet- 
ter, in my judgment, that they calculate the difference, and make 
the allowance at once from the Treasury, than to incur the heavy 
expense of a protracted investigation, for the purpose of ascer- 
taining facts already well known. 

Another objection to this bill, | have already remarked upon in 
another communication. So many bills have already passed, or 
are yet before the Legislature, contemplating a heavy disbursement 
from the Treasury for individual claimants, that there is great dan- 
ger of its disabling the authorities of State, from meeting other 
indispensable engagements, and especially from paying the interest 
on the State debt. Before these bills should be suffered to pass, or 
before an expense of any kind of the same amount, be authorized, 
the taxes should be correspondingly increased. This policy would 
answer the double purpose of preventing prodigality, and of pre- 
serving our public faith inviolate. 

But I am not advised that any such increase is contemplated, 
nor, indeed, that the State officers are to be authorized to borrow 
any funds to supply such probable deficiency. 

In conclusion, | am clearly of the opinion, independently of all 

that has been said, that (at least in relation to claims like the 
present) the State should never permit a suit to be brought against 
herself ;—for such the proceedure authorized by the present bill 
virtually is. Such a permission, if not unworthy of a sovereign State, 
is almost certain to result in a loss to the public. In such con- 
troversies, individual vigilance, and individual knowledge of men, 
stimulated by one of the strongest passions of the human heart, the 
the love of gain, is almost sure to triumph. 
- The State becomes the party assailed,—but whether the assailed 
or the assailant, she is ever the weaker party. -I will merely add 
that private claims and private interests are represented here at 
every session of the legislature, ably, keenly, and untiringly. The 
people of the State—that is, the great mass of the unsuspecting 
and confiding people at a distance—have none to protect their rights 
but those who have been entrusted with the necessary power for 
that purpose. Every dollar voted from the treasury adds to their 
burdens. And it behooves us all to scrutinize every measure that 
is so fatally calculated to increase our already heavy taxes.

To the Senate: 


GentLewen :—I herewith return bill No. 27, which originated in 
your body, entitled “An act for the benefit of the New Albany Rail- 
road company,” with the objections which have prevented me from 
giving it my official approval. 

The construction of railroads, with the proper restrictions and 
guards, so as to protect the rights of the great mass of the commu- 
nity, is not only of general advantage, but it makes an era in the 
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affairs of the country. The inducements are too great, for any 


- doubt but that they will be constructed as soon, in reference to gen- 


eral interests, as may be necessary. 

I have already given my reasons, to some extent, why the con- 
struction of such works should be left exclusively to individual enter- 
prise. | will now merely say, that our only security to avoid ano- 
ther stupendous State debt, which, from the absence of any further 
means to arrange or satisfy it, must crush us, is to absolutely ab- 
stain from engaging the means of the State, presently or remotely, 
directly or indirectly, to assist a private company or any one work 
whatsoever. Whenever one instance of that kind takes place, it 
lays the foundation for a like claim in behalf of other companies. — 
Combinations of different sections of the State, or of different com- 
panies, would take place, until, as the final result, the already over- | 
burdened State would be hopelessly involved. It was from a simi-— 
lar beginning that the ill starred mammoth system of 1835-6 took its 
rise, and it behooves us to learn wisdom from experience. 

The first section of the present bill releases to the company all 
right of redemption of the road on the part ofthe State. That right 
was secured to the State at the time she passed over her public 
works to private companies, by the act of January 28, 1842.— 
‘By the 64th section of that act it is provided that the State, through 
her Legislature, may redeem any work after twenty years, by re- 
funding to the company completing it the full amount by them ex- 
pended upon it, with interest thereon at the rate of six per cent. 
per annum, first deducting from such interest the nett amount of 
revenue received by the company. No one could pretend, at the 
time, that such provision was not sufficiently liberal. The State 
has expended upon the original work above $370,000, of which the 
far greater part—I have not the means at hand of knowing how 
much, but it is supposed at least $300,000—was expended upon that 
part of it occupied by the present company’scharter. And the only 
thing left to the State for all this expenditure, is the privilege of re- 
demption at the end of twenty years; and even this is now sought 
to be taken from her for the benefit of the company. Iamaware it 
issaid that it will not be redeemed, that the State gives away but lit- 
tle by this provision, and I have already mentioned the more than 
doubtful policy of a State being jointly concerned with individuals, 
in any public work. But if the State gives away but little, the com- 
pany receives but little, and would not be prevented from investing 
their capital without it. Other charters have been eagerly sought 
for and granted, for such works, where the State has expended no 
money. The present company will be benefitted by the State ex- 
penditure upon this work; ought they to receive a benefit not ac- 
corded to other companies? If it should be considered bad policy 
for the State to redeem the work hereafter, she shonld at least have 
itin her power to sell the right of redemption to the stockholders. 

By this means something may be got by which to help pay off 
our State debt, of which this same $300,000 is a part. The people 
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are now taxed to pay that very debt, and they are now asked to 
surrender this last vestige of the expenditure to individuals. But 
above all, the objection consists in the principle involved, of grant- 
ing any thing of labor, or money, or the fruits of it, to aid any com- 
pany in works like the present, without reference to the value of 
the grant. The same objection was made by me to the bill of this 
session for the relief of the White Water Valley Canal Company, 
and I can make no distinction between different parts of the same 
State in reference to such favors. ‘The principle is pregnant with 
danger and peril to the best interests of Indiana, and as such I feel 
bound within my limited sphere to resist it. 

The bill is returned at the earliest practicable moment allowed 
by the pressing duties of the close of the session, in order that the 
General Assembly may have time to act in the premises according 


to their sense of duty. |

Mr. Davis remarked— 


Mr. President : 


I am charged by the Spencer Greys with the high duty of present- 


ing this honored and tattered banner, through you, to the State of 


Indiana. ; 
Sir, in looking upon this flag, and in the performance of the duty 
of presenting it, associations crowd upon my mind, tending much to 


embarrass and overpower me. Under its folds, and in defence of 


it, fell some of my best and most valued friends. Under this flag 
fell Rozison, Gorr, Srariens, Bayuey, and other noble spirits. I pray 
Sir, that I may not be overcome by my feelings in the performance 
of this solemn duty. | 

Every stich upon this banner was placed there by the fair hands 
of the accomplished and patriotic ladies of my own town, (New Al- 
bany) and was presented to the Spencer Greys, a company of gal- 
lant young men from that city and vicinity. In consequence of the 
beauty and elegance of this flag, it was adopted just before the 
battle of Buena Vista, as the battle banner of the second regiment 
of volunteers, to which the Spencer Greys belonged. And, Sir, du- 
ring that battle, this flag was regarded as the beacon star of their 
hopes, and the inspiring watchword of their fate, as it waved amid 
the smoke and hurricane of battle on that bloody field. 

Just before the Spencer Greys left New Albany, this flag was pre- 
sented by the lovely ladies of that city, and accepted by the company 
through my friend Lieut. Cayce, with the pledge that it shonld never 
be dishonered. Nobly—most nobly was that pledge redeemed. Re- 
deemed Sir, by some of the best blood of our State. 

May Heaven bless those who gave, and those who defended this 
glorious banner. . 

Much Sir, has been said against the second regiment of Indiana 
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volunteers, but examination and the list of the gallent dead, has 
shown that they did their whole duty. 

This banner then Sir, surrounded as it is with associations so pa- 
triotic and holy, | new place in your hands on behalf of the Spen- 
cer Greys. Receive it then Sir, and place it among the archives of 
the State, a memento of the daring valor of her sons, and the tran- 
cendent beauty, virtue, and patriotism of her daughters. 


The Hon. Paris C. Dunning made the following reply : 
Senator Davis: 


I have been deputed in behalf of the State of Indiana to accept 
this beautiful flag, presented through you by the patriotic and chiv- 
alous “Spencer Greys.” 

[highly appreciate the distinguished honor conferred upon me, 
in thus acting as the organ of the State. 

‘Permit me to assure you and the gallant volunteers whom you 
so honorably represent, that to the people of Indiana, and especially 
to her representatives present, it is a most solemn and deeply in- 
teresting occasion. 

This flag as you have just stated, was made and presented to 
Captain Sanderson’s company of Spencer Greys, by the fair hands 
of the ladies of New Albany, than whom, I must be permitted to 
remark, that no community of American ladies have shown more 
patriotic devotion, or rendered more effective encouragement to the 
cause of their country, or have have higher claims to our admira- 
tion and gratitude. [| render but a just tribute of respect to female 
character, when | declare that the mothers of the revolution, and 
the ladies of all our subsequent wars, have proven themselves in the 
hour of peril to be always right, always united, always upon the 
side of their own country, its honor, and its free institutions. 

This beautiful flag was received from the hands of its fair doners, 
with a solemn pledge that it never should be dishonored. How 
nobly that pledge has been redeemed, its present tattered condition 
will better tell than any language I can exprass. . 

In consequence of its elegance, this beautiful flag was adopted a 
few days before the battle of Buena Vista, as the battle banner of 
the second regiment of Indiana volunteers; in that capacity it was 
borne aloft upon that memorable day, by the brave and patriotic 
Lieut. Kunkle in the thickest and hottest of the fight. It was the 
“beacon star of the hopes,” and inspiring watchword of the brave, 
but much slandered men of the 2d Indiana volunters, many of whom 
yielded up their lives willing sacrifices upon the altar of their com- 
mon country, and whose bones now bleach upon the battle field 
in a foreign land. ‘ 

This fiag thus consecrated to the cause of our common country 
by the blood of many of Indiana’s noblest sons, has returned 
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amongst us, bleached, war-worn and tatiered, to tell its own mournful, 
yet eloquent story. 

It speaks of the toilsome march in a distant land in the ene- 
my’s country ; it speaks of privation and peril; it speads of bloody 
strife, of heroic achievments, of unparalleled bravery, and of the 
glorious triumph of our arms ; it speaks of the mournful, yet glori- 
ous death of Warren Robison, Apollos Stephens, Charles Goff, and 
Francis Bayley, members of the company of the “ Spencer Greys ;” 
it speaks of the distant plain; it speaks of the compact and ad- 
vancing columns of Santa Anna’s Mexican coherts; it speaks of 
the comparatively small force of General Taylor, the hero of Palo 
Alto, Resaca de Ja Palma, Monterey, and Buena Vista, “who never 
surrenders ;” it speaks of the murderous fire to which the brave 
men of the 2d Indiana regiment were exposed; it speaks of the 
manly resistance of our citizen soldiery against the attack of the 
Mexican legions ; it speaks of the lamented Kinder, whose youth- 
ful form and elastic step are familiar to many who are now within 
these Halls; it speaks of his manly bearing whilst rushing to the 
thickest and hottest of the fight; it speaks of his prostrate form, 
of his cruel and inhuman death by a perfidious for—intent upon 
gluttoning their savage and thrice refined vengeance upon his 
helpless form; it speaks of the melancholy death of the heroic 
Captain Walker, the fires of whose patriotic heart the frosts of 
more than sixty winters were unable to abate; and it speaks too 
of his brave compatriots in arms who fell upon that memorable bat- 
tle field, thereby dedicating their lives in the cause of their common 
country’s honor. 

Sir, my feelings will not permit me to dwell longer upon this part 
of the picture. The horrors of war are not always to be avoided 
——such was the case in the present war with Mexico. 

Sir, in the name of the State of Indiana I thank you, Capt. Sand- 
ers, and the “Spencer Greys,” for this invaluable present. — It will 
afford me much pleasure to place it in the State Library, to be pre- 
served as a relic and memento of the great and interesting events 
with which it is associated, and which it is good to keep alive and 
cherish in the memory of present and future generations. Future 
generations will look upon this “ Battle Banner,” and by the aid of 
concurrent history will regard it with the lively feelings of admira- 
tion for the deeds of glory in arms, and the same devotion to coun- 
try, which prompted those who so nobly rallied around and defended 
it upon the sanguinary bhattle-field of Buena Vista. 


The flag of the third Regiment was presented by Capt. Tuomas 
L. Sunutvan, who remarked : ;

The flag was originally presented by the ladies of Madison to the 
company which I had the honor to command, and being adopted by 
Col. Lane as the standard of the Regiment, it was borne as such 
through the entire campaign. Time will not permit, nor indeed 
would it be in place for me to speak of the events, of the recollec- 
tions and associations which endear that flag to all those who, weav- 
ing their fortunes with its destiny, followed it beyond the border.— 
Some of those events are yet to be written on the pages of your 
country’s history, and future generations will read them as a page 
of living romance. Let these old relics, then, be preserved, let the 
mementoes be gathered up, and let them be laid among the ar- 
chieves, the trophies, and the monuments of the State. Let this 
old banner, around which Indiana gathered at the first sound of arms, 
around which they fought, and under which they died, find a rest- 
ing place on the walls of Indiana’s capitol. — ip 

Mr. Speaker, I do not wish to speak boastingly, but the history of 
that standard is the history of the campaign of 46. Among the 
first to be unfurled on the sands of Brasos Island, it was among the 
last to leave those inhospitable shores. ‘Suffice it for me to say, 
that on the heights of Buena Vista, that flag was always in the 
path of honor ; suffice it to say that on that field, whose thirsty soil 
smoked with the best bleod of the nation, that standard was per- 
haps the only one that never was turned from the enemy. It is 
enough to say, that in that hour when twenty-three thousand 
Mexicans, drilled and disciplined in the camp, the hardy veterans of 
twenty years of war—an army that had fought France with glory 
around the walls of San Juan de Ulloa—an army that had driven 
the legions of Old Spain from the soil of Mexico—an army, the 
glancing of whose banners, had been a terror to their foes, and 
whose tread in the annals of Mexican war, was but the tramp of 
victory ; suffice it to say that when that army fought for two tedious 
days, against five thousand of your citizen soldiery, the third regi- 
ment from Indiana, preserved its honor intact, its integrity unsullied. 
And when in the changing fortunes of the fight, regiment after regi- 
ment faltered in the unequal contest, when it was no disgrace to 
have been defeated, that gallant regiment still made head agatnst 
the storm, and others rallied behind its unfiinching ranks. 

And even in the last struggle of that desperate contest, when all 
was doubt and apprehension, when a column of two thousand lan- 
cers, followed by a long file of infantry, with gleaming arms, and 
streaming banners, with the song of triumph on their lips, like the 
last struggle of the guard at Waterloo, came rushing down upon 
them, as if to wrest victory from fate itself, when

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when the hearts of veterans trembled for the result, and the cheeks 
of brave men grew pale, when a Gencral of your army, who is 
above suspicion, and whose name is beyond reproach might stand 
behind this standard, and with pale lips ask, “ will they stand? 
Will they stand?” Again they proved themselves equal to the 
SIpOTRER SY and-when the shock came, amidst falling men, and flying

amid the shout and din and smoke and hurried tramp, high, high

That banner, Mr. Speaker, I now present to you, and it is with 
no feeling of diffidence | part with it, for I know, 1 assure you 
there is not one fact connected with its history, of which you “4 
not be proud. ‘True, the staff is broken near the foot, but that —, 
done by a shot from a Mexican battery while it was advancing to 
the rescue of a faltering regiment; true, the staff is cut and splin- 
tered overhead, but that was done while the banner was planted as 
a barrier between advancing Mexico and retreating Mississ i: 
true, the silk is torn to ribbons, but that was done while the ant 
ment fought, hand to. hand, twenty-five hundred men; a spot is 
upon it, but is the stain of blood, not of dishonor. Te ettyahice 
times was it smitten in that fight—twenty-three honorable scars are 
upon it. ‘ 

Go take it then, and place it where such a relic deserves to be 
placed. Go write the name of Buena Vista on its folds, as France 
wrote Austerlitz, and England, Waterloo. Go place it within the 
Pomaerium, where Sparta keeps her jewels. Go hang it where the 
old man can see it, and tell his battles o’er Ai Sag Go place it 
where the boy can find it, and let it teach him high lessons of honor 
and patriotic devotion. Go greet it with such a greeting as Rome 
gave her Eagles, when they were brought back from the banks of 
the Danube. Go welcome it with such a welcome as becomes the 

‘republic welcoming home her standards from the banks of the Bravo. 

Mr. Speaker, | have done: the brave men who bore that flag, 
have accomplished all they promised, and now leave it in yout 
hands.

The sight. sir, of that flag tattered and 
and torn by the balls of the enemy, in one of the hardest fought 
battles, and most splendid victories recorded in the history of mod- 
ern warfare, an elegant and correct description of which you have- 
just given us, cannot fail to excite in every American bosom, and 
still more, in every Indiana bosom, the most lively emotions. It is 
true, it is also associated with melancholy recollections, the recol- 
lection ef the noble dead that fell in its defence. But when, after 
doing due honors to the memory of the dead, we turn our eyes to 
the splendid victory obtained by the valorous and almost superhu- 
man achievements of the survivors, our hearts are elated with the 
proud thought that this victory was won by the valor of our coun- 
trymen. 

The battle field of Buena Vista will long be remembered by the 
civilized world; it is an event which future historians will delight 
to describe ; which future generations will peruse with admiration, 
and with which the history of Indiana is identified. Its glory is 
part and parcel of the heritage of Indianians, and they will claim it 
as invaluable legacy. 

This flag, Sir, like the fair hands that made it, and the pure hearts 
that gave it, is unsullied. Itis a fit recipient of the purest archives 
of our State. In the varied viscissitudes of that memorable battle, 
when almost every flag of our country was compelled at some time 
or other to make a temporary retreat either from the force of over- 
whelming numbers, or from other causes over which our brave men 
had no control, the course of this flag and of the gallant officers and 
brave men over whom it floated, was always onward. It was al- 
ways conspicuous, its stars and stripes continued through all the 
vicissitudes of that memorable conflict, to float proudly in the breeze. 
To it, the gallant Indianians of the third regiment would always 
look and say, the flag of our regiment still floats in defiance of the 
enemy. Its post was the post of honor and of danger, and Sir, as 
you have already informed us, in the last fearful hour of that bloody | 
struggle, when the contest was doubtful, when bold hearts and 
brave men trembled for the result, the third Indiana regiment, “ the 
steadfast third,” followed this banner, and boldly rushed against ten 
times their number, of well disciplined troops, flushed and stimula- 
ted with the hopes of certain victory, and routed them with immense 
slaughter, and secured the fortunes of the day.

24, Revised Statutes,) to accomplish the object of this bill, on 
application to the authorities of an incorporated town, or to the 
board of county commissioners as to an unincorporated town, or one 
the corporate powers of which, had fallen into disuse. 

By the adoption of that course notice must be given, and there 
the less fear of doing injustice to individuals. As an illustration ;

I need not repeat the many reasons, against special legislation.

Crnrnemen——1 herewith return to your body a bill entitled “An 
act authorizing the establishment of additional branches of the 
State Bank of Indiana,’ which originated in the Senate. 

The, bill authorises the establishment of four new branches of the 
State Bank, to be subscribed on the part of the State and on the 
part of individuals. It has been my anxious endeavor to collect 
all the statistical facts and other information bearing upon the 
question since the bill was first presented to me—having had no 
previous knowledge that such a bill was pending. The unusual 
number of bills thrust upon my attention during the intervening 
time, caused by the close of the session, has put it beyond my 
power to procure the desired information, and in view of the grav- 
ity of the question, and the little time left for deliberation, I have 
felt it my duty to withhold my approval, and again refer the ques- 
tion to the Legislature. It is better, In my judgment, that the 
question be postponed until the greater leisure afforded by another 
session, will give an ampler opportunity for that mature delibera- 
tion which such a question should receive.

. The following message was received from his Excellency the 
Governor : 


To the Senate : 


GeytLemeN— The bill which originated in the Senate, entitled 
“An act to compel the trustees of the Wabash and Erie ‘eahial to 
allow interest on canal land scrip,” is herewith returned, with the 
reasons which have constrained me to withhold from it my signa- 
ture. In the hurry of the close of the session I can only briefly 
express a few thoughts on the subject. . 

“ The 12th section of the supplementary act in relation to the 
State debt, approved January 27, 1847, provides, among other things 
that the “trustees, and each and every one of them, or any other 
person or persons, by or on behalf of” the holders of stock set over 
on the canal, are expressly prohibited from buying or selling any 
canal land scrip, “or from receiving the same in payment for any 
land, or on any account, at any sum less than the face of such 
scrip and interest thereon.” The preamble to the present bill states 
that “the said trustees, by their clerk in the canal land office at Lo- 
gansport, have refused to allow the full interest due upon large 
sums of canal scrip tendered to him by purchasers of canal lands 
in payment of both principal and interest,’ and that “there is 
nothing in the report of the trustees, Auditor of State, or Treasurer 
of State showing that the interest so retained or refused to be al- 
lowed to individuals, has ever been paid over to the State, or in 
any manner accounted for by the trustees or their clerk.” 

_The bill then proceeds to provide that hereafter the trustees, or 
either of them, or any person acting under their authority in said 
' office, shall allow all the interest that may be due upon the face of 

every bill presented in payment, and credit the full amount of both 
principal and interest; and it annexes as a penalty to any viola- 
tion of that provision, a fine of not less than fifty nor more than five 
hundred dollars, upon presentment or indictment. The bill further 
provides for refunding any interest that has heretofore been disal- 
lowed at the land office. 

{n relation to the measure proposed, it occurs to me that two 
questions obviously arise, viz: Have we the power to enforce it in 
this manner? and, if so, is there a necessity for it? is 

The legislation arranging the debt constitutes the trustees as a 
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suing and suable party, and as such responsible, like others, for 
any injury arising from their acts. It goes further ; they can be 
enforced by the State, by a procedure ia court, as mutually provi- 
ded and agreed upon in the arrangement itself. But if the princi- 
ple be established that the Legislature, after agreeing to these rules, 
can impose additional ones, and especially can force their observ- 
ance by criminal punishment, would it not be in their power, step 
by step, to drive the trustees to or from any measure, even to an | 
abandonment of their places and of the work, and to destroy, and, in 
effect, abrogate the whole arrangement? And if such should be 
the result, should we not again find ourselves under the burden of 
a State debt or fifteen millions? A debt, too, which we have just 
succeeded in happily arranging, and, as is almost universally ad- 
mitted, on terms highly favorable to ourselves. 

But is there any necessity for this bill? I have been assured 
from a direct and most authentic source, within the last two days, 
that the refusal to allow interest at the land office has been entirely 
without the knowledge of the trustees. It seems to me that before 
a measure of this kind is resorted to, a complaint, or some notice 
at least, in relation to the matter, should have been communicated 
to at least one of the trustees by the party injured, to enable them 
to apply the remedy. And 1 am further assured from the same 
source that the trustees will not only prevent any thing in future 
at the land office contrary to the arrangement and to what is right, 
but that they will promptly rectify what may have been done here- 
tofore of that character. Can any thing more be desired? Be- 
lieving that on this information, the General Assembly would gladly 
abstain from any act or proceedure which might hazard the recent 
settlement of the State debt, and expose the faith and honor of the 
State to unmerited imputations, 1 have felt it to be my duty to 
again invoke the wisdom and calm consideration of the Legisla- 
ture in relation to this matter, and I do this with the less reluctance 
because if I am mistaken in these views a bare majority only of 
your number can yet pass the bill by the terms of the constitution 
notwithstanding my dissent. And even if time is not now afforded 
for action, itis better that the matter should be postponed until 
another session, than that by a hasty or rash act the fruits of three 
years exertions should be periled if not destroyed.

P. S. Since the adjournment, the undersigned has ascertained 
a mistake in the foregoing message, which he hastens to correct 
before the printing of the journal. 

He is nowinformed thatthe disallowance of interest, was brought 
by the clerk of the land office, to the notice of one of the trustees, 
and that by him it was opposed. This approval was based upon 
the supposed equity of the case. rather than to the letter of the ar- 
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rangement, and was in accordance, it is stated, with what had been 
the practice of our own State officers in receiving payments on ac- 
count of the sinking fund, in similar cases, and involving precisely 
the same principle. This rule, I have just learned, has been discon- 
tinued. 

But as that trustee is no longer a member of the board, the re- 
marks in the foregoing message are strictly applicable to the board 
as it is. Justice requires also that it should be remarked, that no 
one, certainly no one acquainted with that individual, will impute 
to him other than the purest and most disinterested motives in the 
matter, whatever may be thought as to the correctness of his opin- 
ion. His long residence in the State, his character of uniform and 
unquestioned integrity. and above all the nnimpeachable manner in 
which he has discharged various public trusts, sometimes involving 
a delicate and heavy pecuniary responsibility, would relieve the 
most jealous of suspicion, in relation to his public conduct. 

And in relation to the main question, it does seem that before co- 
ercive measures, and especially those of the character contempla- 
ted by the bill, are resorted to, a complaint should be made officially 
to the trustees. They should at least have the privilege of a com- 
mon criminal, they should not be condemned unheard. An oppor- 
tunity should be aflorded them in common with other citizens, of 
doing justice in the premises themselves. Instead of that the pres- 
ent bill contains a direct charge of alleged violation of law, coupled 
with an imputation of a highly offensive and reprehensible charac- 
ter. In relation to any disputes that might arise, the State as one 
party, made an arrangement with the other, that they should be 
ieferred to the decision of a different tribunal; and that tribunal 
certainly can not be regarded as prejudiced} against the State—to 
the decision of her own courts. In any controversy that may arise 
the State is by far the strongest party. She can at any time do 
what I trust will never be done ; withhold the interest on the State 
debtitself. Her creditors'and the‘trustees therefore, have a strong in- 
ducement to comply punctiliously, with every part of their duties 
and their engagements. They may be said to be wholly within 
the’ power of the State, and for that very reason the State should 
stand far above any improper exercise of that power. I trust she 
will ever be too proud to do injustice, and especially to the weaker 
party, and a party too, that has shown much generosity and liber- 
ality in the arrangement of our public debt. 

Without any adequate motive to violate the contract, therefore, 
and from the assurances of one of the board, as before intimated, 
the undersigned is satisfied that whatever irregularity may have 
occurred, has happened through no wrong intention and will be 
rectified voluntarily by the board itself, at an early day.
